TOWN  OF  COMBLES  CAPTURED 

BY  ALLIES  IN  CO-OPERATION 


British  and  French  Forces  Enter  From  Two  Sides  and  Join 

Hands  in  Centre — Place  Full  of  German  Dead  and 

Some  Wounded  Found  Who  Had  Been 

Left  by  Enemy 


FURTHER  IMPORTANT  GAINS 

MADE  BY  BOTH  ARMIES 


General  Haig's  Men  Finally  Take  Thiepval  and  Strong  Posi- 
tions Near  It — Geudccourt  Stormed — French  Ad- 
vance to  North  and  South — Three  Thousand 
Prisoners  Are  Captured

UjSDON,  Sept.  27— In  addition  to  the 
capture  Of  Combles.  the  official  com- 
munication issued  by  the  War  Office 
luHt  night  reports  the  occupation  by  the 
British  of  tbo  Important  town  of  Thiep- 
val, on  tbo  northwestern  end  of  tbo 
Momma  front,  the  high  ridge  to  tha  east 
of  It,  and  a  strongly  fortified  radoubt 
Tha  text  roads: 

"On  our  right,  French  and  British 
troopa  Jointly  occupied  Comblea  as  a  re- 
sult of  tha  capture  of  Freglcourt  and 
Morval.  Wo  hava  beaten  off  heavy 
counter-attacks  near  Morval  and  Les- 
boeufs,  with  severe  loaa  to  the  enemy. 

"In  Our  contra  we  stormed  Gueude- 
court,  and  hava  drivan  tha  German*  In 
disorder. 

"On  our  left  we  captured  Thiepval  and 
tha  high  ridge  east  of  it,  Including  tha 
Zollern  redoubt  Thla  ridge  was  very 
strongly  fortified  with  an  elaborate 
system  of  heavily  wired  trenches,  and 
was  defended  with  desperation."

The  text  of  the  announcement  issued 
earlier    yesterday    follows: 

"Yesterday's  operations  were  entirely 
successful.  The  preparation  and  execu- 
tion of  the  attack  by  ths  artillery  and 
Infantry  and  the  co-operation  between 
thorn  were  in  all  respects  admirable. 
More  than  1,60*  prisoners  already  have 
passed  through  the  collecting  stations, 
snd  mors  are  arriving.  Much  war  ma- 
terial has  been  captured,  but  the  amount 
cannot  yet  bo  estimated.  _*-• 

•Further  progress  was  made  during 
the  night,  and  this  morning  a  strong  re- 
doubt which  had  held  out  between  Los* 
boeufs  and  Oueudecourt  was  csptured 
and  ths  garrison  made  prisoners. 

"Our  troops  sntorod  Comblea  from  the 
west  and  sro  overcoming  the  enemy's 
resistance.  There  the  enemy's  losses  were 
very  severe/'

lb  a  statement  issued  by  the  War  Office 
tcnight.  which  adds  that  the  battle 
north  of  the  Somme  Is  proceeding  in 
favor   ft  ths  entente   forces.

Along  the  Bnpaume  road  the  French 
hat's  gained  additional  ground. 

Vast  stock  of  munitions  and  pro- 
visions wore  captured  in  Combles.  the 
statement  says,  and  the  town  was  found 
filled  With  German  dead.  Elsewhere 
along  the  front  In  France  there  has  been 
intermittent  cannonading. 

The  text  of  the  statement  reads: 

"The  battle  continued  aucceasfully  to- 
day. North  of  the  Somme,  the  Allied 
troops  Increased  their  gains  of  yester- 
day considerably,  having  attained  with- 
in a  few  hours  the  objective  assigned 
for  the, second  day  of  the  struggle. 
Immense  Booty 

"This  morning  the  French  troops  re- 
sumed the  offensive  snd  captured  the 
entire  section  of  Oomblee  situated  to 
the  east  and  south  of  the  railway.  Our 
patrols  entered  In  conjunction  with  ths 
troops  of  ths  right  wing  of  the  British 
army,  who  were  cleaning  up  the  north- 
western part  of  Combles.  Shortly  af- 
terwards the  whole  village  fell  Into  our 
power. 

"The  booty  captured  in  Combles  was 
large.  The  Germane  had  accumulated 
In  the  aubterrsnean  passages  an  enor- 
mous quantity  of  munitions  and  sup- 
plies of  every  kind.  We  collected  100 
wounded  Germans  who  had  been  aban- 
doned by  the  enemy.  Combles  Is  filled 
with  German  dead. 

"This  afternoon,  our  troops,  develop- 
ing their  advantage,  captured  a  small 
wood  eltuated  north  of  Freglcourt,  half 
way  to  Morval,  and  also  the  greater 
part  of  ths  strongly  fortified  ground  be- 
tween this  wood  and  the  western  por- 
tion of  St.  Vaast  wood,  to  the  east  of 
tbo   Bethune   Road.

The  text  of  the  afternoon  statement 
reads: 

"North  of  the  Somme,  French  troops 
first  arrived  at  ths  outskirts  of  Fregl- 
court, snd  then  during  the  night  they 
cccupled   all  of   ths  village. 

French  advanced  detachments  went 
aa  far  as  the  cemetery  of  Combles, 
while  other  parties  made  their  way  to 
the  southern  boundaries  of  the  village, 
one  detachment  taking  possession  of  a 
trench  south  of  Combles  and  capturing 
an   entire   German   company. 

"At  seversl  points  along  this  front, 
French  troops  have  consolidated  the 
positlone  previously  taken  from  the  Ger- 
mans. 

"The  enemy  has  been  partlulsrly  ac- 
tive on  our  right  wing.  Here  German 
counter-attacks  yeaterday  evening  upon 
oar  new  trenches  between  the  Bethune 
road  and  the  Somme  were  repulsed  by 
our  fire.  The  number  of  prisoners  taken 
by  us  is  800. 

"On  the  right  bank  of  the  Mouse, 
Uerman  troops  late  yesterday  evening 
delivered  a  violent  attack  upon  the  Thl- 
aumont  work  and  at  Fleury.  Our  cur- 
tain fire  and  machine  gun  fire  put  a 
definite  check  upon  the  enemy,  who  suf- 
fered serious   losses."

On  a  brief  and  much  needed  vacation 
after  the  arduous  duties  of  the  recent 
session,  and  especially  necessary  for 
him  because  of  the  trying  experience  he 
had  when  he  was  severely  burned  while 
endeavoring  to  escape  from  the  Parlia- 
ment Buildings  on  the  occasion  of  the 
great  fire  which  destroyed  the  structure 
at  Ottawa  last  Winter,  Hon.  Martin 
Burrell,  Minister  of  Agriculture  in  the 
Federal  Government,  Is  spending  a 
few  days  In  the  city, -the  gueet  of  Mr. 
G.  H.  Barnard.  MP.  He  haa  been  stop- 
ping off  at  verious  points  en  route  West, 
and  after  a  vialt  to  hla  own  constituency 
of  Yale-Cariboo,  he  came  on  to  ths 
Coast,  visiting  for  some  days  at  Van- 
couver  before  coming  over  to  Victoria. 

"My  trip  has  no  political  significance," 
he  stated  last  night."  I  felt  I  needed 
a  change  and  as.  If  I  delsyed  my  trip 
West,  I  would  have  to  forego  It  because 
of  pressure  of  business,  1  decided  to 
come  now.  As  a  Britiah  Columbian,  It 
is  needless  to  say  that  I  am  delighted 
to  aee  everywhere  evidences  that  busi- 
ness conditions  in  thla  Province  are  im- 
proving. In  the  Interior  I  was  struck 
with  the  undoubted  improvement  in  ths 
mining  snd  other  industries,  which  are 
prospering  as  never  before.  The  future 
outlook  Is  especially  good.  Fruit  pro- 
duction Is  Increasing,  there  have  been 
good  crops  and  prices  are  good.  These 
evidences  of  increased  production  are 
especially  gratifying,  for  It  means  Just 
thst  much,  greater  ability  to  meet  the 
situation  occasioned  by  wsr.  Ton  here 
In  British  Columbia  are  doing  your 
share  by  Increased  production.  Else- 
where In  the  Dominion  thst  patriotic 
work  Is  slso  being  carried  on.  Every- 
where throughout  the  country  Is  evi- 
dence of  the  great  change  which  this 
wsr  hss  made  in  our  economic,  indus- 
trial and  social  Ufa.  The  importance 
to'  the  country  at  tbia  time,  and  In  ths 
future,  of  Increased  agricultural  pro- 
duction cannot  be  overestimated.  For 
instance.  Canada's  wheat  crop  test  year 
of  about  120, 000.000  bushels,  for  which 
a  high  price  was  secured,  undoubtedly 
proved  of  supremo  Importance  in  main- 
taining th«  sound  financial  condition  of 
the  country.

Conservative  Government  to 
Relinquish  Office  Immedi- 
ately the  Soldiers'  Vote  Is 
Known, 


When  the  result  of  the  soldiers'  vote 
Is  known,  probably  about  October  14 
next,  the  present  Conservative  admin- 
istration will  reaign  office.  Pending 
the  count  of  that  vote,  which  may  or 
may  not  alter  the  decision  of  the  elec- 
tors as  shown  by  the  recent  civilian 
vote,  the  Government  does  not  propose 
to  make  any  appointments  or  take  any 
step  other  than  carry  on  the  routine 
work  of  government  until  such  time  as 
its  successors  have   taken  office. 

Premier  Bowser  stated  yesterday  that 
there  was  no  doubt  that  after  the  count 
of  the  soldiers'  vote  was  male  public 
the  Government  would  find  itself  in 
the  minority,  and  it  would  not  bo  fair 
nor  constitutional  for  the  retiring  ad- 
ministration to  undertake  any  new 
business  or  make  any  appolntmenta. 
That  was.  In  the  opinion  of  himself  and 
his  ministers,  the  proper  course  to  pur- 
sue. 

The  first  meeting  in  months  of  the 
Executive  Council,  at  which  there  was 
a  full  attendance  of  members  of  the 
body,  was  held  yesterday  morning, 
when  a  great  amount  of  routine  busi- 
ness was  transacted  of  a  clearlng-up 
nature.  Much  business  had  accumu- 
lated and  the  Cabinet  had  a  lengthy 
session  before  It  waa  attended  to.  An- 
other session  will  bo  held  today.  When 
ths  Government  goes  out  of  office  all 
business  will  be  In  excellent  shape  for 
its  successor  a  The  Premier's  well- 
known  capacity  for  business  and  his 
method  of  keeping  the  sffalrs  under 
his  direction  up  to  the  minute  make  It 
certain  that  when  the  new  managers  of 
the  Province's  affairs  take  office  they 
will  And  few  If  any  arrears  awaiting 
them  other  than  such  as  .the  business 
exigencies  of  the  case  necessitate. 

Discussing  the  election  Premier  Bow- 
ser declared  he  could  look  back  on  ths 
campaign  with  pride.  "Wo  made  a 
good  clean  fight,"  he  said.  "Ths 
electors  havs  expressed  thslr  decision, 
and  we  must  bow  to  It.  It  is  not  our 
Intention  to  in  the  slightest  degree  take 
advantage  of  the  Interval  betwden  elec- 
tion and  our  going  out  of  office.  There 
will  be  no  Jobs  given,  and  no  now  bust* 
ness  initiated.  Our  whole  effort  now 
Is  to  clean  up  arrears  of  business,  and 
when  we  step  out  to  leave  affairs  id  the 
best  of  shape  for  our  successors.  That 
is,  to  my  mind,  the  proper  and  consti- 
tutional course  to  follow."

OTTAWA.  Sept.  26. Canadian  avi- 
ators are  believed  to  be  taking  an  Im- 
portant part  In  the  work  of  the  air  ser- 
vice at  the  front.

It  Is  known  that  a 
number  of  Canadians  have  been  sent 
to  the  front,  and  have  participated  both 
in  observation  work  and  in  flights  over 
Germany,  taken  with  the  object  of  de- 
stroying   German    military    works.

Devlin  a  son  of  R.  J.  Devlin,  of  Ot-

Aeroplanes  of  Teutons  Drop

LONDON,  Sept.  IT. — M.  Venlxelo*.  former 
Premier  of  Greece.  In  a  column-lens  mes- 
eege  to  the  Times  giving  the  reasons  for 
his  action  In  going  to  Crete  ae  the  head 
of  a  national  defence  movement,  says  ha 
la  acting  In  response  te  a  call  of  his  coun- 
trymen, because  "I  am  absolutely  convinced 
these  who  now  really  control  Oreek  policy 
do  not  honestly  Intend  to  remain  In  the 
country  and  drive  out  the  Invading  Bul- 
garian*." 

M.  Venlselos  ears  he  advised  from  the 
beginning  of  the  war  intervention  of 
Oreece   on    the   aide   of   the   Bntente   Allies. 

"I  can  wait  no  longer."  says  M.  Venl- 
selos. "1  am  not  heading  a  revolution,  lo 
the  ordinary  sense  of  the  word.  The  move- 
ment la  not  directed  against  the  King  or 
hla  dynasty.  It  Is  ths  last  effort  we  can 
make  to  Induce  the  King  to  come  forth 
and  follow  the  path  of  duty  In  tha  pro- 
tection of  his  sebjeeta  As  soon  aa  he 
takes  this  coarse  we  will  follow  hla  flag 
as  loyal  eMlseoe  end  fee  led  fey  blot  against 
ear  country's   fees." 


BUCHAREST,  Sept.  26.— Sixty  per- 
sons were  killed  and  a  large  number 
wounded  in  Bwoluweet  on  Monday  af- 
ternoon by  bombs  dropped  from  a 
squadron  of  aeroplanes  of  the  Teutons, 
and  five  others  were  killed  on  Monday 
night  by  bombs  dropped  on  the  city 
by  a  Zeppelin,  according  to  an  official 
statement  issued  today.  Two-thirds  of 
the  victims  are  declared  to  have  been 
women  and  children. 

The  statement  reads  as  follows: 

"On  the  north  and  northwestern  front 
there  have  been  patrol  encounters.  ,  In 
the  Jlu  valley,  in  violent  lighting,  our 
troops  are  advancing.  On  the  south- 
ern front,  in  Dobrudja,  on  the  right 
flank  the  enemy  attacked  three  times  In 
mass  formation,   but   was  repulsed. 

"A  squadron  of  enemy  aviators 
dropped  bombs  on  Bucharest  yesterday 
afternoon.  No  military  buildings  was 
hit,  but  60  persons  were  killed  and  a 
number  wounded  by  bombs  falling  on 
a  sanitarium  and  an  orphanage.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  victims  were  women  and 
children. 

"On  the  night  of  September  25  a 
zeppelin  dropped  bombs  on  Bucharest, 
killing  Ave  children.  Our  aircraft  have 
bombed  camps  in  Transylvania." 

SOFIA,  Sept.  26. — "Roumanian  front 
-•-Along  the  Danube  all  is  quiet.  In 
Dobrudja  our  troops  on  the  right  flank 
attacked  successfully  and  occupied  the 
Amzarelch-Pervels  lines.  The  enemy 
retired  in  a  northerly  direction." 

VIENNA,  Sept.  26.— The  War  Office 
today  issued  the  following  communica- 
tion: 

"On  the  Roumanian  front  the  Vulcan 
and  Szurduk  passes  were  evacuated  be- 
fore a  wide  encircling  movement  by 
strong  Roumanian  forces.  Near  Nagy 
Bxeben  (Hermannntadt)  new  battles  are 
developing,  with  the  Austro-Hungarlan 
and  German  forces  attacking.  On  the 
Transylvania  front  lighting  has  de- 
veloped at  many  points.  South  of 
Szekely-Udvarhely  (Oderhellen)  a  Croa- 
tian landwehr  battalion  repulsed  enemy 
attacks  after  bitter  fighting."

"In  the  Astlco  district  our  Incessant 
barrage  has  rendered  futile  enemy  at- 
tempts to  consolidate  the  position  we 
evacuated  on  the  summit  of  Monte 
Cismone. 

"At  the  head  of  the  Vanol  valley  the 
enemy's  artillery  continued  unsuccess- 
fully yesterday  to  Bhell  our  new  de- 
fences  northeast   of   Monte  Caurlol. 

"In  the  Upper  Cordevole,  violent 
counter-attacks  against  the  positions  wo 
captured  on  Saturday  toward  the  sum- 
mit of  Monte  Self  were  repulsed  with 
heavy  enemy  losses. 

"Elsewhere  there  has  been  only  ar- 
tillery   fire."

LONDON.  Sept.  27.— The  capture  of 
Thiepval  by  the  British  and  of  Com- 
bles by  the  combined  Anglo-French 
forces  sro  regarded  here  as  the  most 
Important  successes  on  the  Western 
front  elnco  the  opening  of  the  grand 
offensive. 

The  fall  of  Combles  wss  expected. 
For  weeks  It  had  boon  In  process  of  en- 
circlement by  the  British  snd  French. 
But  the  capture  of  Thlepvsl.  which  waa 
announced  too  late  for  comment  In  ths 
papers,  has  proved  s  genuine  surprise, 
because  It  bad  been  a  stumblingblock 
to  advance  of  tbe  British  loft  almost 
sines  the  beginning  of  ths  offensive  on 
July  1.  when  a  check  at  Oommecourt 
was   suffered. 

Thlepral's  fall  gives  to  the  Anglo- 
French  forces  the  whole  line  of  low 
hills  which  slops  to  the  plain  upon 
which  tha  town  of  Bapaume  makes  ths 
next   fortified   centre.

— A  semi-official  ac- 
count of  the  battle  of  the  Somme  from 
its  beginning  (July  1).  appearing  In 
The  Bulletin  des  Armes,  says  that  the 
French  have  conquered  1*0  aqusre  kilo- 
metres (shout  70  squsrs  miles)  cf  ter- 
ritory, captured  60.000  unwounded  pris- 
oners, removed  4.602  wounded  and 
token  144  cannon,  most  of  them  of 
heavy  calibre.  600  machine  guna  and 
other  material.  It  Is  pointed  out  that 
tbo  Entente,  allies  have  broken  ths 
spirit  of  ths  Germans  on  ths  Srjmiss. 
Since  ths  opening  of  ths  battle,  ths 
account  says,  the  Oormsns  bars  thrown 
Into  tbo  haltls  67  now  dlvistows  and 
17  battalions,  of  which  24  divisions 
were  on  ths  English  front  and  the  rs- 
gssJader  wore  on  ths  Preach  frost 


NEW  YORK.  Sspt.  26.— Major  Arthur 
8,.  Humphsys  and  Lieut.  Hugh  Levick, 
Jr.,  British  army  officers  detained  at 
Ellis  Island  under  a  recent  order  from 
Washington  to  the  immigration  officers 
to  hold  soldiers  of  belligerent  coun- 
tries attempting  to  enter  the  United 
States,  were  .taken  before  a  special 
board  of  Inquiry  today  and  a  report  of 
the  evidence  was  sent  to  Washington. 
The  officers  were  asked  questions  to 
establish  that  they  are  still  mem  bore 
of  the  Brtlsh  army,  and  as  to  their 
destination,  which  they  said  was  Can- 
ada. 

Pending  a  decision  in  their  cases, 
which  was  asked  for  by  the  Immigra- 
tion Commissioner,  they  were  given  the 
freedom  of  Ellis  Island  and  quarters 
in  the  commissioner's  own  room.  Major 
Humphreys  ts  accompanied  by  his 
wife,   and   she   is   held   with   him. 

Commissioner  Howe,  when  shown  a 
dispatch  from  Washington  saying  that 
It  was  stated  both  at  the  State  De- 
partment and  the  Immigration  Bureau 
that  nothing  waa  known  of  any  order 
to  detain  officers  or  men  of  European 
armies  arriving  at  American  ports, 
said:  "We  are  in  receipt  from  the 
Bureau  of  Immigration  at  Washington 
of  a  communication  directing  us  in  the 
cose  of  any  alien  who  served  In  the 
forces  of  belligerent  countries  seeking 
admission  to  this  country  to  ascertain 
whether  they  have  been  discharged 
from  the  army  of  the  belligerent  coun- 
try and  whether  they  are  destined  to 
some  point  in  this  country  or  are  pass- 
ing through  to  Canada,  and  that  If  It  is 
found  they  hsvs  been  discharged  or 
are  passing  through  this  country  to 
Canada,  the  mattsr  should  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Bureau  of  Im- 
migration. 

"In  those  particular  cases  ths  board 
of  special  Inquiry  examined  Major 
Humphreys  and  Lieut.  Levick  and 
found  that  action  upon  them  should 
be  deferred.  Instead  of  excluding 
them  we  put.  the  matter  In  suspense, 
and  have  seat  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings before  the  board  to  Washington 
today,  requesting  action  on  It  aa  soon 
aa  possible." 

Commissioner  Howe  added  that  four 
msn  were  detained  last  week  pursusnt 
to  tha  ssms  order,  but  wore  admitted 
on  orders  from  Washington.  Neither 
Major  Humphreys  nor  Lieut.  Levick 
would  discuss  ths  case.  They  have 
mode  no  formal  protest  against  being 
hold. 


ATHENS,  Sept.  26.— Ths  Fresotl 
proas  of  Athens,  which  for  the  last 
month  has  been  sharply  assailing  King 
Constantino  and  flouting  every  sugges- 
tion that  he  could  honestly  bs  desirous 
of  Greece  Joining  the  Entente  Allies,  is 
silent    this   morning. 

The  entire  Grseco-Entente  situation 
has  changed  overnight,  and  it  la  re- 
ported that  the  entry  of  Greece  into  ths 
war  has  auddenly  become,  a  mere  quee* 
tlon  of  days,  on  the  terms  King  Con- 
stantlne  indicated  to  the  Associated 
Press  August  21,  namely  a  guarantee  ofi 
the  Integrity  of  Greene  ami  a  loan  suffl- 
clent  to  equip  the  srmy  and  cover  ths 
cost   of   remobtlliatloq. 

Change   In   Situation 

The  Associated  Press  learns  that  ths 
coldness  of  the  diplomats,  tbe  indiffer- 
ence of  their  Governments  and  the  bitter* 
ness  of  the  press  of  the  Entente  PoWera 
waa  due  to  a  suspicion  of  the  sincerity  of 
King  Constantino's  desire  to  enter  the 
war,  which  waa  based  on  a  private  con* 
versation  between  the  King  and  an  En- 
tente  diplomat  almost  a  month  ago,  and 
which  the  Entente  Governments  era 
said  to  have  regarded  as  revealing  tha 
true  attitude  af  the  monarch,  notwith- 
standing repeated  official  and  unofficial 
assurances  to  the  contrary.  The  pub- 
lication of  the  King's  declaration  first 
opened  the  eyes  of  the  Entente  repre- 
sentatives to  the  possibility  that  they 
might  have  misjudged  the  King  and 
finally  led  to  frank  explanations.  Ths 
reiterated  offers  of  the  present  Cabinet 
to  reorganise  Itself  to  meet  the  deslree 
of  the  Entente  are  said  at  last  to  bo 
considered  as  an  earnest  expression  of 
the  sincerity  of  the  Greek  Govern* 
ment's  intentions,  and  that  "tbo 
silence"  which  had  been  inflicted  oil 
Greece  since  the  fall  of  the  Galmls  min- 
istry Ih  to  end  immediately. 

Ths  Royalist  organ,  Forward,  In  an 
editorial  this  morning,  saya  that  war 
should  bs  declared  on  Bulgaria  without 
awaiting  mobilisation,  unless  the  mat- 
ter of -ths  return  of  the  Oreek  soldiers 
taken  prisoners  bs  settled  immediately.

Story  Brought  From  England 
by  Dr,  McKenzie,  of  Penn- 
sylvania University— Alleged 
Cargo  Worth  $25,000,000, 


PHILADELPHIA.  Sept,  2«.— The  Ger- 
man merchant  submarine  Bremen,  a 
■later  of  the  Deutsohland,  waa  captured 
by  British  naval  forces  and  now  la  tied 
up  In  Falmouth  harbor,  according  to  a 
story  brought  hare  by  Dr.  Robert  Tail 
McKensle,  sculptor  and  director  of  the 
Department  of  Physical  Education  in 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  who 
baa  returned  to  the  city  after  sixteen 
months  In  the  army  training  camp  at 
AlOarehot. 

Dr.  McKensle,  who  held  the  rank  of 
major  In  the  Britlah  army,  said  that 
he  heard  the  story  of  the  capture  of 
the  Bremen  on  the  15th  of  thla  month, 
before  he  sailed  from  Liverpool  for 
Now  \ork.     He  added: 

"The  atory  reached  me  from  a  very 
reliable  source.  The  Bremen  Is  said  to 
have  had  a  cargo  valued  at  925,000,000 
consisting  of  dyestuffs  and  diamonds. 
Of  course  official  circles  would  not  dis- 
cuss the  capture,  and  the  War  Office 
waa  stlent  concerning  the  sudden  ter- 
mination of  the  Bremen's  Ill-fated  dash 
for  tho  United  states. 

"I  heard  of  tno  capture  through  a 
prominent   diamond    expert    In    London. 


who  was  caUed  in  by  the  Britlah  Gov- 
ernment to  estimate  the  value  of  the 
dlamonda  in  the  Bremen's  cargo.  He 
told  me  that  some  of  tho  diamonds 
woro  famous  precious  stonss,  owned  In 
Germany.  Of  course,  I  cannot  guaran- 
tee the  authenticity  of  his  story,  but  I 
may  say  that  there  le  absolutely  ao 
doubt  In  my  mind  as  to  Its  truth." 

The  report  of  the  captura  of  the 
Bremen,  Dr.  BfcKensie  said,  waa  given 
wide  circulation  in  semi-official  London 
circles.

"I  cannot  begin  to  tell  you  how  I 
feel  tho  loss,  with  that  of  others,  like 
Major  Topper  and  Captain  John  Stairs, 
The  night  before  this  attack  we  alept 
together  under  the  same  raincoat.  Next 
morning  he  was  aa  happy  as  »  school- 
boy watching  batch  after  batch  of 
Germans    coming  down   under   escort. 

"X  watched  Major  Brookes'  company 
go  off,  deploy,  and  then  move  up  to  the 
attack  under  very  heavy  shell  Are. 
They  went  into  a  terrific  barrage  as  If 
they  were  on  the  barracks  square."

Hansemnnn.  who  was  president  of  the 
Telphan  syndicate.  New  Tork,  Is  de- 
tained by  Germans  nt  Zeebrugge.  Mr. 
Hnnsemann  waa  a  passenger  on  tho  Bo- 
tavia  IBM  steamer  Batavior  -II,  which 
was  captured  by  the  Gormnn  submnrine 
U-s  while  bound  from  Rotterdam  for 
London  and  taken  to  Zeebrugge  on  Sun- 
day. Ho  had  a  passport  Issued  by  tho 
Oermsn  consul  nt  New  Tork.  Tho  other 
pnssengers  and  crew  reached  Rotterdam 
by  train  today,  but  Hnnsetnnnn  and  four 
Russian  prisoners,  who  had  escaped 
from  German  camps,  were  detained.  Tho 
Germans  also  seised  the  Batavior  Ho 
food  cargo. 


NEW  TORK,  Sept  28.— With  the  an- 
nouncement by  labor  leaders  that  ap- 
proximately 260,000  union  workers  In 
various  trades  would  Quit  their  placen 
tomorrow  in  aid  of  tbe  striking  car- 
men here,  it  is  believed  tonight  that 
tho  effort  to  tie  up  all  Industries  in 
New  Tork  had  reached  an  atute  stage. 
The  union  officials  declared  that  an  ad- 
ditional lOO.OOt  workers  would  strike 
on.  Thursday  and  nnother  ieo,o»0  on 
Friday,  making  a  total  of  4(0,000  out 
by  the  end  of  the  week. 

It  was  asserted  that  60,000  brewery 
workers,  115,000  employees  In  tho  build- 
ing trades  and  260, 0#0  members  of  the 
United  Hebrew  trades  were  In  favor 
of  a  sympathetic  strike.  Twelve  thou- 
sand teamsters  also  were  reported 
ready  to  quit  work  Thursday  or  Friday. 
Mayor  Mltchel  summoned  the  labor 
leaders  before  him  aa  soon  as  he  heard 
of  their  plans.  Ho  sold  he  desired  to 
bo  informed  directly  as  to  what  might 
bo  expected*  tomorrow.  The  union  of- 
ficials, he  announced,  told  him  they  ex- 
pected 260,009  workers  to  strike  "as  a 
starter."  After  n  meeting  of  the  joint 
labor  conference  committee,  strikers 
were  pupplled  with  pamphlets  for  dis- 
tribution throughout  the  city  In  which 
attacks  were  mode  on  the  "Morgan  and 
Rockefeller  Interests." 

"Rockefeller,  Morgan  and  their  asso- 
ciates control  the  transit  of  the  city  of ' 
New  Tork,"  the  pamphlets  read,  "and 
they  also  control  tho  railways,  mlnee 
end  public  utilities  throughout  the 
country,  ns  well  as  most  banks." 

Members  of  the  State  Legislature 
from  this  city,  who  celled  on  Governor 
Whitman  late  today  and  urged  him  to 
convene  Ihe  Senate  and  Assembly  in 
nn  extraordinary  session  to  deal  with 
tho  strike  situation,  submitted  n  draft 
of  a  proposed  arbitration  act. 

Tho  Governor,  although  opposed  to 
calling  the  Legislature  together  at  thia 
time,  atudted  the  proposed  law  and  said 
he  believed  there  was  room  for  it  on 
tho  statute  books.  The  act  outlined 
would  provide  for  a  fine  of  (6,000  and 
revocation  of  the  licence  of  a  corpora- 
tion that  breake  an  agreement  to  arbi- 
trate, and  a  fine  against  the  union 
breaking  such  agreement  where  the 
public  interest  is  affected  or  likely  to 
be  affected.  Governor  Whitman.  It  was 
said,  promised  to  confer  with  the  Pub- 
lic Service  Commission  concerning  the 
proposed   meaeure. 

•ormauy  Must  Soger 

BERLIN,  Sept.  2s.— Addressing  tho 
representatives  of  the  Greek  Economic 
Union.  Dr.  Karl  Hnlfferich,  secretary  of 
the  interior,  aald:  "Nobody  can  deny 
that  Germany  suffers  heavily  under  tho 
British  crimes  of  commercial  war  and 
thnt  the  German  nation  in  tbe  third 
year  must  sustain  the  greatest  sacri- 
fices and  privation,  but  the  exception- 
ally bad  harvest  last  year  proved  that 
Germany  must  be  vanquished  by  fam- 
ine."

LONDON,  Sept.  26.— It  -waa  an- 
nounced officially  today  that  tho  Iden- 
tity of  tho  two  zeppelins  brought  down 
In  tho  raid  on  tho  night  of  September 
23-2*  had  boon  determined  as  tho  naval 
seppellns  L-38  and  L-38,  both  of  now 
construction.

Monday  a   Might's   Bald 

Tho  seven  seppellns  which  visited 
Englsnd  last  night  killed  36  persons, 
it  was  reported  today  In  an  official  an- 
nouncement, the  text  of  which  follows: 

"Seven  Germsn  airships  raided  Eng- 
land last  night  and  In  the  early  hours 
of  this  morning.  Tho  districts  attacked 
woro  tho  south  coast,  the  east  coast, 
tho  northeast  const  and  the  north  Mid- 
lands. The  principal  attack  waa  aimed 
against  the  industrial  centres  in  tho 
last   mentioned   nrea. 

"Up  to  tho  present  time  no  damage 
to  factories  or  works  of  military  Im- 
portance has  boon  reported.  It  Is  re- 
gretted, jhowever,  that  a  number  of 
small  houses  and  cottages  were  wreck- 
ed or  damaged  at  soma  places  and  So 
deaths  have  been  reported. 

"No  attempt  was  mads  by  the  air- 
ships to  approach  London.  The  raid- 
ers were  engaged  by  our  anU-alrcraft 
defences,  and  were  driven  off  from  sev- 
eral  large   industrial   centres." 

One  of  the  seppellns  which  parti- 
cipated In  the  raid  on  Englnnd  last 
night  took  a  new  course  and  visited  the 
south  coast.  No  damage  resulting  from 
its  visit  so  far  hns  boon  reported.

Statements  of  Prisoners  Show 
That  Troops  Are  Unable  to 
Resist  for  Long  Period — Air 
Service'  Poor.

Narrative  of  Monday's  Events, 
When  British  and  French 
Swept  Over  Villages  North 
and  East  ofr  Combles. 


"Th*  Fashion  Centre 


LONDON,  Sept.  St. — A  correspondent 
at  British  headquarters  In  France  says 
that  the  recent  British  advances.  In 
which  they  straightened  their  line 
from  liers  to  Courcelette  on  the 
Homme  front,  have  shown  that  the 
German   morale   has    been    lowered. 

"We  are  receiving  abundant  proof 
of  the  weakening  of  the  German  troops," 
he  writes.  "The  Germsn  prisoners  as- 
cribe this  partly  to  the  system  of 
keeping  the  men  In  the  trenches  for 
long  periods  without  .  relief,  with  the 
result  that  they  are  completely  worn 
out. 

"German  officers  captured  admit  that 
the  troop*  are  Incapable  of  prolonged 
resistance  because  of  fatigue.  Men  of 
the  German  Thirteenth  Corps  repeat- 
edly conceded  the  superiority  of  the 
British  and  French  troops,  and  were 
particularly  impressed  with  the  ex- 
traordinary expenditure  of  ammunition 
by   the  Alies'   artillery. 

"German  prisoners  no  longer  empha- 
sise the  presence  of  strong  German 
reserves  behind  the  front.  Though 
they  will  not  admit  that  the  8omme 
offensive  really  threatens  to  enable  the 
Allies  to  break  through,  some  agree 
that  this  will  not  be  Impossible.  Cap- 
tured orders  complain  of  insufficient 
firing  upon  the  Allies'  airmen  and  also 
show  a  shortage  of  horses  and  fodder 
for  some  months  past." 

The  British  supremacy  in  the  air  Is 
freely  admitted  by  German  prisoners, 
says  the  correspondent.  One  officer 
captured,  he  writes,  was  completely 
puzzled  at  the  absence  of  German 
aeroplanes  after  the  British  attack  be- 
gan. "The  German  weakness  in  the 
air  is  not  due,  the  officer  said,"  the 
correspondent  adds,  "to  a  lack  of  offi- 
cers or  machines,  a*  the  German  avia- 
tion conps  is  one  of  the  most  popular 
branches  of  the  service,  and  the  sup- 
ply  of  officers  exceeds,  the   demand. 

"Their  flying  corps  appears  to  be  the 
subject  of  general  criticism  from  the 
German  troops,  who  say  Its  inablltly 
to  beat  off  British  airmen  necessitates 
the  Infantry  staying  in  their  trenches 
without  moving  for  fear  of  being  de- 
tected from  above." 


BRITISH  FRONT  NORTH  OF  THE 
SOMMB.  Sept.  25.  via  London.  Sept  SI 
— This  has  been  another  great  day  for 
the  Anglo-French  forces  on  the  Somme 
front  As  a  spectacle  for  the  observer 
It  was  the  moet  splendid  of  all  the  at- 
tacks made  by  the  Allied  force*  sine* 
the  commencement  of  the  great  offen- 
sive. What  both  armies  were  trying  to 
do  and  how  they  were  doing  it,  the  posi- 
tions they  held  and  sought  to  conquer 
In  the  team  play  of  the  blue  French 
legion*  and  the  khakl-clad  British,  were 
comprehensible  to  the  eye  in  the  glorious 
autumn  sunlight  for  a  sweep  of  ten 
miles.  The  scsne  had  the  Intoxication  of 
war's  grandeur,  if  war  can  be  said  to 
have  any  grandeur. 


ROUMANIANS  ACTION 

Wussian    War    Minister    Estimates 
suits  of  Kingdom's  Satranos 
Into   War 


PETROORAD,  Sept.  28.— After  Rou- 
niania  entered  the  war  General  Shoova- 
Uff,  Ruselan  War  Minister,  was  asked 
the  significance  of  Roumanla's  act. 
Its  military  value  to  the  Entente  and 
also  the  significance  of  the  campaign 
in  the  Dobrudja.  In  reply.  General 
Shoovaeiff  has  contributed  this  state- 
ment: 

"German  agents  certainly  try  to 
diminish  the  Impression  produced  In 
neutral  countries  by  Roumanla's  en- 
trance Into  the  war,  as  the  menace  of 
the  rupture  of  communication  between 
Constantinople  and  Berlin  is  too  heavy 
for  German  arms,  and  the  conquest  of 
Transylvania  by  Roumanla  will  be  the 
end  for  the  artificially  exaggerated 
political  part  played  by  the  Magyars 
on   the  banka  of  the  Danube. 

"The  Germans  knew  well  that 
Transylvania  Is  lost  Irreparably.  That 
has  already  been  plainly  determined 
by  the  fact  of  the  occupation  by  the 
Roumanians  of  the  Alt  valley. 

"To  judge  about  the  result  of  the 
actions  of  the  Russo-Roumanian  ofrcea 
in  the  Dobrudja  would  be  rather  un- 
timely." 


CUBAN  FACTION  FIGHT 

Conservatives    and    Liberals    In   Conflict, 

With   Heavy   Casualties — Two 

Dead,  ae  Wounded 


HAVANA,  Sept.  26. — Two  men  were 
killed  and  twenty-six  wounded  as  the 
result  of  a  conflict  between  Conserva- 
tives and  Liberals  at  Camajuina,  Santa 
Clara  province,  yesterday.  The  fight- 
ing took  place  at  a  Conservative  rally. 

As  usual,  each  political  party 
blames  the  other  for  the  bloodshed. 
The  Liberals  appear  to  have  been  bet- 
ter shots,  as  eighteen  Conservatives 
and  only  eight  Liberals,  including  the 
Liberal   chief  of  police,   were   wounded. 

Government  troops  now  patrol  the 
town  and  a  military  supervisor  has 
been  appointed.

15.  Thin  will  enable  the  churches 
throughout  Canada  to  use  the  new 
prayer  book  on  Christmas  Day.

Tonight  British  troops  have  token 
half  of  Morvai  and  all  of  Lesboeufs  and 
advanced  their  line  on  a  front  of  8,000 
yarda  for  an  average  depth  of  1,000 
yards.  Frsnch  troops  have  stormed  Ran- 
court  and  have  pushed  their  line  to  the 
outskirts  of  the  little  village  of  Fregi- 
court.  a  mile  east  and  a  little  north  of 
Combles.  The  Germans'  stronghold  of 
Combles  is  virtually  isolated. 

The  correspondent  of  the  Associated 
Press  who  is  attached  to  the  British 
army  on  this  front  went  forward  yes- 
terday over  the  ridge  in  the  Devil's 
Wood  and  Glnchy  region  which  the 
British  had  fought  more  than  two 
months  to  gain.  Ha  walked  for  two 
miles  through  an  area  which  reverber- 
ated to  the  blasts  of  great  guns,  pick- 
ing his  way  between  the  bursts  of  flame 
from  the  Hashing  batteries  and  moving 
around  the  rows  of  cannon  as  one  who 
seeks  a  ford  in  a  stream.  On  the  other 
side  of  the  ridge  he  saw  guns  where  he 
had  never  seen  them  before— on  the 
Promised  Land  of  the  lower  levels 
which  the  British  had  won  by  persistent 
siege  work.  The  guns  were  close  up 
to  the  British  Infantry,  who  listened 
to  their  thunderous  chorus  as  they  pre- 
pared for  the  charge  in  today's  attack. 
"The  usual  artillery  preparation."  said 
an  artillery  officer. 

Tempest  of  Oua  Ms* 
On  his  return  the  correspondent  de- 
cided that  he  would  not  pass  through 
that  wilderness  of  British  guns  of  all 
sises  and  celllbres  while  he  had  any 
hearing  left  Every  one  of  them  was 
firing  at  top  speed.  He  chose  a  gallery 
which  took  him  past  many  batteries 
which  for  two  miles  were  pouring  out 
their  share  of  the  raging  tempest  of 
gun  fire.  From  the  ruins  of  some  old 
German  trenches,  whence  the  battle 
panorama  stretched  before  him,  the  cor- 
respondent had  a  near  view  of  the 
French  gunners,  who  were  feeding  shells 
into  the  gun  breeches  as  grain  is  fed 
into  a  threshiifa  machine,  and  with  the 
mechanical  precision  of  automatons. 

Shortly  after  noon  was  the  time  cho- 
sen for  the  infantry  to  rush  forward, 
under  the  cover  of  a  final  Intensive 
chorus  of  hell  from  the  artillery.  The 
ridges  in  front  and  on  either  hand  were 
flecked  with  racing  sparks  of  flame. 
Within  an  hour  at  least  50,000  shells 
must  have  been  fired  within  sight  of 
the  correspondent.  Far  to  the  south  was 
Mont  St.  Quentin,  two  miles  from 
Peronne  and  commanding  that  town, 
which  the  Entente  commanders  say  will 
fall  like  a  ripe  plum  when  the  time 
comes.  The  hill  lay  haxy  above  the 
green  foliage  of  the  river  valley  in  the 
midst  of  vast  bursts  of  black  smoke 
from  shells  of  enormous  calibre. 
nine;  Around  Comblss 
Directly  In  front  was  Combles,  an- 
other town  which  has  come  to  mean 
much  to  the  imagination  of  the  public 
in  the  British  Isles  and  France,  who 
seem  to  regard  Us  capture  aa  of  vital 
significance.  Combles  differed  from  all 
the  villages  in  sight  in  that  walls  of 
many  of  Its  buildings  still  were  stand- 
ing. It  was  different,  too.  In  the  fact 
that  It  wormed,  oaals-like  In  the  stream 
of  fire.  Neither  artillery  nor  Infantry 
paid  any  attention  to  it  The  gauge  of 
battle  waa  the  high  ground  around  it, 
the  possession  of  which  means  the  com- 
mand of  the  town.  Farther  north  lay 
the  ruins  of  Glnchy  and  Gulllemont. 

At  the  appointed  time  the  waves  of 
Infantry  surged  forward  to  the  attack. 
Then  the  tremendous  firs  of  the  Ger- 
man guns  swelled  to  Its  utmost  volume 
until  the  whole  field  was  lost  In  vast 
clouds  of  smoke.  The  attacking  Infant- 
ry vanished  In  that  grim  pall,  while 
overhead  scores  of  sausage  balloons  and 
hundreds  of  aeroplanes,  their  wings 
gleaming  like  silver  in  the  brilliant 
sunshine,  strove  vainly  to  see  what  was 
passing  beneath   them. 

Then  across  the  fields  arose  a  signal 
from  Morvai  which  told  that  British  In- 
fantry had  reached  another  goal  and 
that  another  village  had  been  taken.  A 
man  at  a  nearby  signal  station  called 
out  the  capture  of  the  different  strong 
points  with  the  enthusiasm  of  one  scor- 
ing a  hotly  contested  game. 

Presently  the  wounded  began  to  strug- 
gle back,  and  their  bearing,  aa  they 
moved  along  beside  their  prisoners,  waa 
another  criterion  by  which  the  corres- 
pondsnt  knew  how  the  day  had  begun 
without  making  inquiries  of  the  staff. 
German  machine  guns  had  stopped  them 
for  a  while  at  some  points,  but  general- 
ly their  reports  told  of  every  position 
being  token  at  the  moment  set  for  It  In 
the  programme.  The  Biitleh  wounded 
said  that  of  course  they  had  got  there, 
as  they  were  used  to  getting  there.  Their 
great  gratification  was  that  It  was  be- 
eomlng  an  even  fight  since  the  Germans 
had  no  more  prepared  lines  and  both 
armle*  were  fighting  In  the  open.  Ac- 
cordlng  to  the  British  officers,  the  Ger- 
man* on  the  fighting  front  no  longer 
hove  any  trenehe*  except  those  Which 
bar*  been  dug  under  fire.

It  Is  not 
suggested    by    the    dispatches    in    what 
direction  the  advance  will  be  continued.

Vatlx.      The    enemy    may    endeavor    to 
make  a  stand  there.     Five  miles  north-

It  Is  Impossible  to  regard 
the  situation  in  the  Somme  section 
otherwise  than  with  profound  satisfac- 
tion. Many  prisoners  and  much  war 
material  have  been  taken  in  the  '  laat 
twenty-four  hours  and  the  supremacy 
of  the  Allies  over  the  enemy  has  been 
conclusively  demonstrated.

To  illustrate  the  nature  of  the  work  of 
the  Commission,  mention  may  be  made 
of   its   inquiries  into   the   uses  of   kelp. 
The     world's     supply     of     potash     has 
hitherto    come    chiefly    from    Germany, 
but  It  Is  being  demonstrated  that  kelp 
in  a  source  from   which   this   valuable 
mineral   can   be   obtained.      An   express 
request  came   to   the    Board  of    Trade 
from     the     Department     of    trade    and 
Commerce"   that    evidence    in   regard   to 
kelp  should  be  placed  before  the  Com- 
mission. 

The  labor  question  did  not  come  with- 
in the  purview  of  the  Commission's 
work.  It  incidentally  arose  In  connec- 
tion with  other  matters,  but  the  Com- 
mission was  not  charged  with  (he  duty 
of  Investigating  It  The  Commission  Is 
the  creation  of  the  British  Government, 
and  it  is  not  empowered  to  examine 
Into  purely  local  questions.  Moreover, 
the  Commission  Itself  intimated  la  ad- 
venes the  nature  of  the  subjects  which 
It  desired  to  investigate.  The  carrying 
out  of  the  local  arrangements  was  In 
the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  but 
that  body  was  not  asked  to  suggest  sub- 
jects, and  was  furnished  In  advance 
with  a  statement  of  the  matters  In  re- 
spect to  which  evidence  was  desired.  It 
also  had  before  it  the  reports  of  what 
had  transpired  at  some  of  the  previ- 
ous sessions  of  the  Commission  and  in 
marshalling  its  matter  was  governed  by 
the  rules  that  had  been  followed  In  the 
proceedings  elsewhere.  We  have  men- 
tioned above  one  matter  In  regard  to 
which  a  special  request  wss  made.  An- 
other was  the  matter  of  telegraphic 
news  service,  the  aim  of  the  Commis- 
sion being  to  see  If  means  cannot  be 
devised  whereby  an  Imperial  service 
can  be  established.     • 

The  vast   mass  of  Information  which 
the  Commission  is  collecting  will  have 
to    be   carefully    digested,   and    from    it 
conclusions  will  be  drawn  as  to  the  gen- 
eral   plans    by    which    the    resources   of 
the   Empire  can   be   best   turned  to  .ad- 
vantage.    It  will  be  obvious,   therefore, 
that   such   matters   as    the  cost   of   the 
production  of  coal  on  Vancouver  Island, 
for  example,  would  be  of  very  little  ser- 
vice, for  the  coal  supply  of  the  Empire 
could   only   be  dealt   with   as   it  affects 
the    Empire    as    a     whole.       Doubtless 
many     things    were    stated    before   the 
Commission  that  will  not  be  mentioned 
In  Its  final  deliberations,  but  these  were 
matters   of  detail.     The   chief  thing  to 
be    remembered    in    this    connection    is 
that      the      Commission      was     dealing 
chiefly  with  the  resources  of  the  Empire 
from  an  Imperial  point  of  view.    Doubt- 
less   there    were    many    things    that    a 
Commission   might  'properly   Investigate 
which    the    Dominions    Commission    did 
not  touch,  but  this  Is  because  it  seemed 
proper    to    the    British    Government    to 
limit  the  scope  of   Us  investigations   to 
certain  subjects.

While   the   problem   of   providing  em- 
ployment for  returned  soldiers  will  un- 
doubtedly be  a  serious  one.  it  will  not 
be  nearly  as  mush  so  as  many  people 
think.     Presumably   thirty  thousand  of 
former   residents  of   this   Province   will 
come  back  again  after  the  war  is  over, 
but  this  will  not  mean  that  It  will  be 
necessary    to    provide    employment    for 
thirty  thousand  people.     Some  of   them 
will  be  able  to  take  up  the  threads  of 
civil  life  where  they  laid    them   down; 
more  will  have  friends  who  will  stand 
ready  to  assist  them  to  make  a  fresh 
start  In  life.    A  great  many  will  be  able 
to  discover  lines  of  work   without  ths 
assistance   of   any    one.     Our   own    im- 
pression is  that  only  a  minority  of  them 
will  look  for  or  desire  public  assistance. 
The   coming   of   thirty    thousand   active 
men     into     the     Province     will     itsslf 
create  a  demand   for  labor  which   they 
themselves  will  All.     In  nny  event  these 
returning  men  are  not  to  be  regarded  as 
the  objects  of  eleemosynary   treatment, 
but  as   men   who   played   a   man's   part 
before  they  went  away,  have  been  play- 
ing a  man's  part  during  their  absence, 
and    are    ready    to   play    a   man's    part 
after  they  come  home.     This  Is  the  rea- 
son   why    The    Colonist    has   ever   since 
the  war  began  urged  upon  the  attention 
of  the  public   the  great  desirability  of' 
initiating      labor-employing      Industries 
and  why  we  have  assigned,  In  our  dis- 
cussion of  the  subject,  a  second   place 
to  the  settlement  of  the  men  upon  the 
land.     If,   out   of   tbe    $0,000    men   who 
have    enlisted    In    this    Province,    6.000 
will  wish  to  take  up  new  farms  when 
they    come    back,    we    shall    be    agree- 
ably   surprised.     To    settle    5,000      men 
upon  new  farms  under  such  conditions 
as -a  returned  soldier  will  have  a  right 
to  expect  will   be  no  easy  task,  and  it 
will  cost  a  great  deal  of  money.     The 
cost,   however.  Is  a  minor   matter   pro- 
vided the  men  really  desire  to  go  farm- 
ing. 

On  this  aspect  of  the  case  we  have 
a  suggestion  to  make  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Province,  a  suggestion  that 
can  be  acted  upon  without  waiting  for 
any  understanding  to  be  reached  with 
the  Dominion  Government.  It  will,  of 
courss,  be  for  the  incoming  Government 
to  act  upon  the  suggestion.  What  we 
propose  Is  something  as  follows: 

Let  several  representative  localities 
be  salected  In  various  parts  of  the 
Province,  and  let  the  Government  pro- 
ceed forthwith  toy/clear  up  a  tract  of 
land  sufficient  for\  beginning  on  two

He  seems,  from  the  reports 
of  his  remarks,  to  have  followed  much 
the  same  Unas  as  those  along  which  be 
spoke  in  his  address  to  tha  Victoria 
Board,  except  that  he  appears  to  havd 
amplified  his  details  somewhat  Ho  ap- 
pears to  have  aroused  a  good  deal  of 
interest  by  what  he  said.  Mr.  Flumer- 
felt is  doing  very  excellent  work-  He 
has  devoted  much  time  and  not  a  little 
money  to  the  task  he  now  has  In  hand, 
and  out  of  which  he  can  hope  for  no 
pecuniary  return. 

General  von  Falkenhayn.  formerly 
German  Chief  of  Staff,  addreased  the 
following  letter  to  the  officers  under 
him  In  the  West:  "The  wastage  of  guns 
In  the  last  fsw  months  has  been  con- 
siderably in  excess  of  aroduotloa.  Tha 
same  is  true  -  of  tha  ammunition  in 
our  reserves,  of  which  there  hag  been 
a  serious  diminution.  It  is  the  duty  of 
all  ranks— not  only  In  the  artillery — 
to  endeavor  to  remedy  thla  serious 
state  of  things.  All  ranks  must  make 
a  most  serious  endeavor  to  assist  la 
the  preservation  of  material  aa  Indi- 
cated above,  for  otherwlss  making  good 
the  losses  and  placing  formations  in 
the  field  will  be  rendered  Impossible." 
This  letter,  General  Halg  says,  waa 
found  In  the  possession  of  a  captured 
German  officer.  It  explains  why  Fal- 
kenhayn wished  to  "shorten  the  line."

or  more  farms  near  together.  Let  a 
dwelling  and  outbuildings  suitable  for 
*  new  settler  be  put  up  on  each  farm, 
and  the  place  made  ready  for  a  eettler 
to  step  In.  Another  way  to  state  the 
proposition  Is  that  a  number  of  modern 
settlers'  homes  shall  be  prepared,  and 
than,  when  a  eoldler  comes  back  arid 
wlsheC'to  go  upon  the  land,  he  can  be 
shown  these  models  and  be  told  of 
the  terms  upon  which  he  can  become 
owner  of  such  a  placs.  We  purposely 
avoid  going  into  details  aa  to  what 
should  be  doae  on  each  farm,  because 
we  only  wish  to  convey  a  general  idea. 
There  could  bo  no  possible  loss  on  such 
places,  for  If  soldier*  did  not  want  to 
take  them,  others  would  readily  enough, 
provided  the  terms  of  payment  were 
made  easy. 

We  commend  this  suggestion  to  the 
gentlemen  who  will  soon  take  office 
and  we  venture  to  Invite  them  to  make 
It  one  of  their  first  sets  of  policy.  We 
do  not  think  It  will  be  necessary  to 
wait  for  legislative  sanction  before 
making  a  beginning.  Selections  of 
areas  to  be  cleared  and  tbe  actual  work 
of  clearing  ought  to  begin  a;  tbe  earli- 
est possible  day.  so  that  dwellings 
could  be  erected  next  Spring-  The  prin- 
ciple along  which  tbe  Government 
ought  to  proceed  le:  Free  hind  to  the 
settler,  and  a  long  period  far  payment 
on  improvements  according  to  the  plan 
of  amortisation  provided  la  the  Agri- 
cultural CredltsT  Act.

out  and  are  now  serving  on  the  firing 
line,  unchanged  in  their  organization 
and  in  their  personnel,  except  In  so  far 
as  the  wastage  of  war  has  affected 
them.  To  safeguard  against  a  repeti- 
tion of  the  necessity  of  paying  trans- 
portation charges  on  men  discarded  In 
the  Old  Country,  and  to  catch  illnesses 
which  may  develop  between  th«  time  a 
man  is  taken  on  until  he  leaves  Can- 
ada, the  final  medical  board  examina- 
tion was  Inaugurated.  Its  object,  it  la 
explained,  muat  be  admitted  to  be  a 
worthy  and  a  necessary  one.  The  root 
of  the  evil,  which  lately  haa  developed 
In  a  marked  degree,  la  the  looseness 
of  the  original  medical  examination  In 
the  recruiting  of  some  battalions. 

"When  battalion  officers  get  over  the 
sacrificing  of  the  physical  standard  In 
order  to  make  a  good  numerical  show- 
ing on  parade  the  difficulty  will  be 
overcome,"  remarked  a  well-known  mili- 
tary man.  "Men  without  necessary 
stamina  cannot  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
country,  because  they  would  be  more 
a  charge  on  the  strength.  The  'weed- 
ing out'  certainly  should  be  practised 
when  a  man  applies  for  enlistment. 
That  would  gave  the  applicant  a  lot  of 
personal  worry  bealde*  avoiding  put- 
ting Canada,  to  much  expense  In  the 
maintenance  of  troops  for  months  who 
fail  to  'make  good.'  The  recruiting  of- 
ficer, and  the  battalion  medical  officer, 
have  a  responsibility,  which  they  have 
not  appreciated,  both  to  the  applicant 
and  to  the  national  treasury,  and  the 
sooner  they  wake  JP  to  a  thorough 
realisation  of  the  seriousness  of.  their 
duties  the  better  it  will  be  for  every- 
body."

Speak  to  Canadian  Club 
Today  on  War's  Effect  on 
Dominion  Farming, 


Hon.  Martin  Burr  ell.  Canadian  Minis- 
ter of  Agriculture,  who  is  en  a  abort 
visit  to  Victoria,  has  consented  to  ad- 
dreaa  the  Canadian  Club  today,  at  lt:sO 
o'clock.  Owing  to  a  severe  attack  of 
bronchitis,  the  Minister  has  had  to  ro- 
fuaa  many  invitations  to  speak  at 
various  meetings  while  on  hie  Western 
tour,  and  the  Canadian  Club  therefore 
feels   itself   signally   honored. 

Today's  luncheon  will  be  the  first  to 
be  addressed  by  Mr.  Kurr.11  In  Victoria, 
although  on  the  occasion  of  his  previous 
visits  to  the  Coast,  the  Candlaa  C-ub 
has  made  efforte  to  secure  him.  Ow- 
ing to  pressure  of  business,  however, 
he.  had  been  unable  to  accept  the  of- 
fers. His  address  today  is  consequently 
being  anticipated  with  eagerness. 

Mr.  Burrell  will  speak  upon  the  sub- 
ject, "War  and  Agriculture,"  and  In  It 
he  will  allude  to  the  part  taken  by 
Canada  In  supplying  the  requirements 
of  the  Motherland  and  the  Allies  with 
the  produce  of  her  farms,  and  what  ef- 
fects are  being  generally  felt  by  the 
agricultural  Industry  in  the  Dominion 
as  a  result  of  the  world-struggle. 

The  eloquence  of  Mr.  Burrell  as  a 
public  speaker  and  debater  is  well  known 
throughout  Canada,  and  the  fact  that 
bis  department  has  been  active  with 
regard  to  war  matters,  should  attract  a 
large  attendance  at  the  meeting.  His 
probable  allusion  to  the  results  of  the 
"Patriotism  and  Production"  agitation, 
which  he  originated  and  which  was  car- 
ried out  with  remarkable  success 
throughout  the  whole  Dominion,  will  be 
listened  to  with  a  great  deal  of  inter- 
est'. Farmers  and  agricultural  officials 
of  British  Columbia  admit  that  the  ex- 
tensive Increase  in  the  Province's  farm 
production  during  the  past  two  years 
has  been  largely  due  to  this  movement.

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To  Date  Agricultural  Credits 
Commission  Has  Advanced 
$200,000— More  Requests 
Now  Being  Dealt  VWthr 


Approximately  $200,000  has  been  ad- 
vanced to  farmers  of  the  Province  un- 
der the  terms  of  the  Agricultural  Act 
providing  for  the  making  of  loans  to 
farmer*,  the  system  introduced  by  the 
Government.  There  have  been  121  ap- 
plications approved  by  the  Agricultural 
Credits  Commission,  the  temporary  su- 
perintendent of  which  Is  Hon.  William 
Manson,  Minister  of  Agriculture.  The 
average  loan  Is,  therefore,  1 1,600.  Total 
applications  received  from  all  sections 
of  the  Province  number  976,  for  an  ag- 
gregate  of    over    f2.000.000. 

For  the  past  few  days  the  members 
of  the  Commission  have  been  sitting 
and  Investigating  applications;'  and  a 
few  have  been  granted.  The  appraisers 
of  the  Commission  are  now  in  the  field 
passing  upon  the  properties  In  respect 
of  which  applications  have  already  been 
sent  In.  Mr.  Edwin  Smith  is  in  the 
Ukanagan  section;  Mr.  II.  Pitts,  in  the 
Kootenay,  and  Mr.  S.  A.  Cawley  is  cov- 
ering the  Llllooet  and  Cariboo  districts. 
In  order  that  the  appraising  may  be 
more  expeditiously  done,  arrangements 
have  been  made  whereby  Messrs.  Cullln 
and  Bailey,  pre-emption  Inspectors,  will 
assist    In    the    Northern    districts. 

In  view  of  the  near  approach  of  the 
winter  season,  the  Commission  Is  mak- 
ing every  effort  to  complete  the  work 
as  far  as  possible,  and  as  preference  is 
being  given  to  the  smaller  agricultur- 
ists on  the  principle  that  the  more 
farmers  assisted  the  better  for  the  pro- 
gress of  the  agricultural  Industry,  the 
necessity  of  covering  a  very  large  terri- 
tory requires  expedition  in  the  field 
work. 

Hon.  Mr.  Manson  stated  yesterday 
that  every  care  Is  being  taken  to  see 
that  the  security  on  which  the  money 
Is  being  advanced  is  ample.  The  sys- 
tem of  loans  to  farmers  has  been  wel- 
comed by  the  farmers  of  the  Province, 
who  appreciate  the  opportunity  to 
secure  needed  financial  assistance  at  a 
reasonable  rate  of  Interest,  the  rate 
charged  by  the  Government  being  «Vi 
per  cent. 


EMPLOYERS^IAKE  RETURNS 

Large  Amount  of  Bequlred  Information 
Coming  In  for  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Board 


In  response  to  the  request  sent  out 
by  Mr.  Frank  W.  Hinsdale,  who  Is  in- 
augurating the  work  of  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act  passed  at  the 
last,  session  of  the  Legislature,  many 
replies  are  being  dally  received  from 
employers  from  all  parts  of  the  Pro- 
vince. The  Act  requires  that  all  re- 
turns must  be  made  by  October  1,  and 
while  the  employers  are  showing  com- 
mendable prompltude  in  filling  In  the 
printed  forms  and  returning  them, 
there  are  still  a  considerable  number 
of  the  10,000  or  more  employers  cir- 
cularised who  have  as  yet  failed  to 
respond. 

Mr.  Hinsdale  states  that  the  returns, 
as  already  made,  have  been  evidently 
prepared  with  care  and  give  tha  re- 
quired lnofrmatlon  on  all  polnta  on 
which  the  board  required  data. 

The  work  of  tabulating  the  informa- 
tion already  received  Is  being  carried 
on  by  Mr.  Hinsdale  and  a  staff  as 
rapidly  as  possible  and  Involves  an 
Immense  amount  of  labor,  but  when 
once  properly  systematlaed,  will  be  the 
basis  of  the  future  work  of  the  board 
when  that  body  is  appointed  and  as- 
sumes office. 

On  the  returns  now  being  made  the 
rate  of  assessment  to  be  levied  against 
the  various  classes  Into  which  all  the 
concerns  employing  labor  will  be 
classified,  can   be  fixed. 


FORESTRY  EXPERT  HERE 


Mr.  E.  T.  Allen,  one  of  the  leading 
men  In  the  lumber  Industry  of  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  States,  and  representative 
of  the  Western  Forestry  and  Conserva- 
tion Association,  was  a  visitor  In  tha 
city  yesterday  morning,  a  guest  at  the 
Empress  Hotel.  He  was  en  routs  from 
Vancouver  to  Portland  after  having 
spent  a  few  days  in  tha  Terminal  City 
a  ranging  for  ths  forthcoming  conven- 
tion of  the  Association  to  be  held  this 
year  at  Portland  on  October  24  and  25 
and  ta  which.  It  Is  expected,  there  will 
be  a  largo  representation  of  lumber- 
men from  this  aide  of  tha  boundary 
line  Two  years  ago  the  convention 
was  held   In   Vancouver.

OBTAIN  TITLE  TO 
WILT  LAND 

Crown  Secures  Property  Ne- 
cessary to  Complete  Site 
for  New  Drydock — Com- 
pany's Offer  Accepted, 


The  queatlon  of  the  value  of  certain 
property  situated  on  Esquimau  Harbor, 
title  to  which  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment must  have  In  order  to  provide  a 
site  for  the  new  drydock,  was  before 
Mr.  Justice  Audette,  of  the  Exchequer 
Court  of  Canada,  in  the  course  of  a  short 
sitting  of  the  court  held  yesterday 
morning.  The  issue  was  simply  the 
price  which  should  be  paid  for  land 
vested  in  the  Western  Imperial  Co.,  of 
Vancouver,  formerly  known  aa  the 
Weetern  Imperial  Trust  Co.,  Ltd.  Ori- 
ginally the  owners  asked  $80,000  for  It 
Some  II  months  ago  the  matter  went  to 
arbitration,  when  120,400  was  fixed  aa 
a  proper  valuation.  A  settlement  waa 
quickly  reached  when  Mr.  Martin  Griffin, 
on  behalf  of  the  defendant  eompany, 
agreed  to  accept  $20,560  In  full  for  the 
property,  giving  the  Crown  therefor  a 
satisfactory  discharge  of  all  Its  rights. 
An  order  to  this  effect  was  made,  no 
costs  to  either  elde. 

Othera  named  as  defendants  were  Mr. 
Alvo  von  Alvensleben,  formerly  of  Vic- 
toria and  Vancouver;  Mr.  Hans  von 
Schweintz,  of  Ratlbor,  Germany;  and 
Mr.  Felix  von  Schweints,  of  Potsdam, 
Germany.  Mr.  R.  Kerr  Houlgate,  liquid- 
ator for  Messrs.  Alvensleben,  Ltd.,  ap- 
pesred  for  these  interests,  and  Mr.  J. 
L.  G.  Abbott,  solicitor,  Vancouver,  ac- 
cepted service  for  the  von  Schwelntses 
and  filed  a  statement  of  defence.  He 
was    not    present   In   person.

Announcement  of  Heenlt  Will  Bs  Known 
Bars  About  October  14  or  18 


The  final  returns  from  the  soldiers' 
vote  will  probably  be  available  by 
October  14  or  15,  according  to  the 
latest  Information.  It  is  likely  that 
tho  date  to  be  set  for  making  the 
count  both  here,  where  the  ballots 
cast  by  men  in  Canada  will  be  counted, 
and  at  London  where  those  cast  In 
England  and  at  the  front  will  be 
tallied,  will  be  October  12.  The  Act 
sets  forth  that  the  count  must  take 
place  on  some  day  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  eleven  weeks  from  the 
date  of  nominations,  which  was  August 
3.  It  will  prohsbly  take  two  or  three 
days  before  the  count  will  be  complet- 
ed, which  would  make  the  announce- 
ment come  on  the  14th  or  15th. 

All  the  receptacles  used  In  taking 
the  ballot  of  the  soldiers  In  this  Pro- 
vince as  well  aa  at  various  points 
throughout  Canada,  have  been  received 
at  the  oflce  of  the  Deputy  Provincial 
Secretary,  who  la  Instructed  by  tha 
terms  of  tha  Military  Forces'  Voting 
Act,  ths  measure  under  which  tha 
voting  waa  carried  on,  to  keep  the  re- 
ceptacles under  his  personal  care  until 
tho  date  of  tha  count.

A  simple  but  gripping  story  of  work 
among  the  French  Boldiery  near  tha 
front  is  told  by  Miss  Helen  Stewart, 
former  head  of  the  Carnegie  Library 
starf,  in  a  letter  to  her  sister.  She  left 
Victoria  several  months  ago  Impelled  by 
a  desire  to  do  something  to  help  relieve 
the  sufferings  and  to  cheer  the  men 
who  are  sacrificing  everything  for  the 
Allied  cause.  Her  account  of  her  pres- 
eent  situation  and  of  her  work  la  a 
sbftlclent  indication  of  the  success  ahe 
has  met  with  in  finding  something 
worth  while  to  do. 

She   says: 

I  don't  believe  I  have  ever  told  you 
Juat  what  we  do  here,  ao  you  might  as 
well    get    our   schedule   straight. 

Before  5  in  the  morning,  an  orderly 
goes  up  and  freshens  up  the  fires, 
which  have  been  banked  for  the  night, 
and  at  5,  two  of  our  people  appear  upon 
the  scene  and  prepare  for  action. 

Between  6:30  and  6,  our  public  begins 
to  arrive;  since  It  is  trains  with  which 
we  deal,  they  have  a  tendency  to  arrive 
all  :i  I  once,  and  our  little  window  place, 
empty  one  minute,  is  Jammed  the  next 
with  anywhere  from  ten  to  three  hun- 
dred hurrying,  scurrying  men,  of  whom 
ail  you  can  see,  often,  is  a  large  out- 
stretched hand  holding  a  tin  mug,  and 
a  "Mercl  beauooup"  trailing  after.  How 
they  love  that  piping  hot  coffee  In  the 
chilly  morning  to  wash  down  the  dry 
bread!  And  If  there  to  time  at  all,  they 
awoop  down  upon  the  pump  after  and 
hfave  such  a  splashing  and  lathering — 
utter  which,  naturally,  more  coffee. 
Usually  there  is  a  steady  stream,  until 
nearly  8  o'clock,  and  In  that  one  ses- 
sion we  give  out  from  1,000  to  2,000 
cups  of  coffee. 

Gramophone   Appreciated 

If  a  train  is  snunted  on  to  a  side 
track  to  await  further  orders,  aa  often 
happens,  the  men  have  to  "stick 
around"  the  whole  day,  in  which  case 
the  gramophone  window  has  a  more 
enthusiastic  audience  than  the  coffee, 
while  a  wee  one  in  between  provides 
paper  and  Ink  for  an  eager  bunch  who 
want  to  take  the  chance  to  write  home. 
So  we  dole  coffee  and  wind  gramophone 
steadily.  We  usually  let  the  men  choose 
their  own  records.  Rather  hard  on  the 
records,  but  they  enjoy  it  so,  and  we 
chat  away  in  the  meantime. 

My  hat,  the  amount  of  gramophone— 
all  the  way  from  American  ragtime  to 
grand  opera.  We  grind  out  French 
things  mostly,  except  that  "Tlpperary" 
and  "Ood  Save  the  King"  sandwich  In 
between  about  every  two,  by  special 
request  I  think  Pierre  Pollu  takes  that 
way  of  showing  his  appreciation  of  the 
Alliance,  and  he  la  so  proud  to  make 
his  knowledge  of  these  classics  An- 
K.;tise  common  ground  In  his  acquaint- 
ance with  ua. 

All  this  time  Frsncols  Is  preparing 
vegetables  for  tho  soup,  snd  Armsnd  is 
sprinkling  and  sweeping  the  floor,  or 
grinding  coffee  beans.  The  command- 
ant aands  ua  down  orderlies  to  help  out, 
for  he  appreclatea  ths  work,  and  wants 
to  encourage  *lt  as  much  aa  he  can. 

Francois  is  a  dear,  and  he  makes 
grand  soup.  Vegetable,  naturallu,  with 
much  onion  and  rice  and  beana.  Thla 
we  serve  from  1  o'clock  on.  Often  we 
have  to  make  It  twice,  for  we  give  out 
from  400  to  too  bowls  of  It  a  day — 
when  the  weather  Is  not  too  hot. 

Much  ths  staples,  ror,  with  slack 
spaces,  this  distribution  and  music 
goes  on  all  day.  At  noon  wo  close  for 
two  hours,  since  trains  never  coma  In 
then,  and  we  change  shift*.  About  8, 
always,  a  special  train  goes  through  to 
the  front,  straight,  and  because  tbey 
never  know  when  it  will  leave,  tho  men 
may  not  get  out  of  their  carriages.  So 
our  two  orderlies  seise  a  great  marmlte 
of  hot  coffee,  and  they  and  two  of  ua, 
waving  ladles,  hurry  acrosa  the  tracks, 
threading  between  engines,  and  making 
great  detours  round  stalled  cars  until 
wa  reach  the  right  track.  And  then  the 
rush  begins.  They  are  so  eager  for  that 
hot  drink,  and  up  and  down  wa  go,  lad- 
ling aa  fast  as  we  can  pour.  Eager 
bands  atretch  from  windows  and  doors, 
raah  ones,  whose  thirst  Is  greet,  gat 
down  snd  proas  around.  Newly  equip- 
ped men  march  peat  to  take  their  plates 
In  the  empty  coaches;  aa  engine  shrieks 
and  whlxxea  by,  leaving  us  and  the  cof- 
fee and  the  man  Just  shout  a  two-foot 
strip  to  stand  on.  and  probably  drawn  a 
at  ring  of  cara  f  I  Ileal  with  soldier  a  oo 
leave,  if  it  slows  down  aad  stops, 
the  caanoa  to  right  ef  them,  caaaah  te 
left  at  them  stunt  la  ss  nothing  te  our 
position.  Wo  ladle  on.  send  tho  order- 
lies back  fall  tear  far  mere  coffee, 
shouting.  "Vile,  vita.  Messieurs."  as 
long  as  tbey  eaa  hear.  We  collect  let- 
ters for  the  poet.  too.  and  talk  a  little 
and  ladle  coffea  without  ceaetag  ta  the 
rush  aad  eeesfaeaea  ead 
up  to  toe- 


Sometimes  we  have  tralna  of  wound- 
ed, too.  Today,  a  man  with  both  feet 
bandaged  up,  held  the  mugs  for  his  two 
comrades,  each  of  whom  had  both  hands 
completely  muffled. 

Then  at  night,  with  the  flaring  rail- 
way lights  behind  and  two  puny  oil 
dips  at  ths  window  to  make  the  shad- 
ows long  in  ths  grubby  tittle  cantos 
the  gramophone  makes  music  for  tier 
after  tier  of  enthralled  listeners.  It 
squeaks  and  groans,  and  the  records  are 
clotted  with  dust  and  smoke  and  worn 
threadbare,  but  the  men  don't  care — 
there  are  memories  enough  still  to  bring 
tears  vary  Often.  We  had  a  lot  of 
black  men  today,  black  as  the  ace  of 
spades,  and  thsy  stood  from  2  o'clock 
until  ten,  budging  only  to  get  coffee, 
or  to  dash  for  thalr  bully  beef  and, 
bread  that  they  might  munch  It  within 
range  of  the  magic  sound — listening, 
listening.  Often  I  am  quite  alone,  with 
from  Mi  to  200  packed  around  outalde, 
but  usually  two  of  us  stay.  It  Is  won- 
derful to  see  their  faces,  and  to  hear 
what  they  aay,  and  it  doea  make  a  dif- 
ference, even  that  Impossible  old  gramo- 
phone, for  they  write  wonderful  lettere 
afterwards  and  aay  ao,  only  It  seems 
so  little.  Wa  are  straining  every  nerve. 
to  have  a  rest  tant  erected  where  war 
might  do  more,  but  I'm  not  aura  whether 
It   will   get   here. 

Urns  Aid  Work 

All  through  the  day,  too,  we  do  flrstt 
aid.  Bashed  thumbs,  festered  nails, 
olletered  heels,  cut  lips,  aching  tseth, 
heads,  stomachs,  we  put  to  rights.  One 
day  a  man  came  In  who  had  been  tre« 
panned  for  a  piece  of  ahrapnal  In  thla 
brain,  and  hla  helmet  had  hurt  tha 
scarcely  healed  wound,  ao  wa  dressed 
It  for  him.  Today  we  had  a  bad  faint- 
ing spsll  to  deal  with  and  a  bullet 
wound  and  a  sabre  cut.  In  addition  f» 
the  ordinary  things,  bnt  always  if  a  eaeo 
is  at  all  bad,  wa  asnd  it  to  tho  train 
aanltatre,  Croix  Rouge,  stationed  near., 
The  black  men  love  to  be  tied  up,  and  a 
bit  of  plaatar  or  "panssmsnt,"  or  boiio 
lint,  or  a  daub  of  Iodine  makes  them 
quite   better. 

I  must  tell  you  of  a  church  ssrvlca 
ws  attsnded  this  morning.  It  waa  hold 
at  a  cantlna  near,  established  In  an 
equipment  depot,  and  when  ws  got  there 
the  canttne  lady  waa  flying  about  pre- 
parlng  the  flowers  and  worrying  because 
things  were  lata.  Presently  came  a 
little  man  puffing  acroaa  the  courtyard, 
bearing  a  tiny  field  melodeon,  and  after 
many  goings  and  comings,  we  were' 
ready  to  begin. 

In  ws  trooped  to  the  long,  low  dor- 
mitory, with  army  cots  ranged  aa  close 
as  they  could  go  on  either  aids.  There 
were  a  few  ■  hairs  for  the  special  offi- 
cers and  ua,  but  the  rest  of  ths  con- 
gregation sat  on  the  bods.  In  front 
thsy  had  fitted  up  an  altar  from  pack- 
ing boxes,  but  snowy  towels  hid  the 
roughness.  A  crude  cross  of  lath  up 
held  tha  priest's  own  eruclflo  and  the 
candlaa  and  flowere,  held  In  tin  cane 
which  had  fancy  paper  covers.  Aftsr 
wa  got  In,  a  bearded  soldier  stepped  to 
the  front  and  reverentially  donned  tha 
vestments  before  us  all.  A  priest  he 
really  waa  under  the  uniform,  but  it 
gave  one  a  qussr  feeling  to  sse  ths  lace 
aklrt  of  his  cassock  falling  over  big 
Kusslan  riding  hoots  and  spurs. 

All  through  hlgb  maaa  another  eoi- 
dler  with  no  vestments  at  all  performed 
tha  necessary  services,  snd  a  third,  also. 
booted  and  spurred,  preschsd  the  sermon 
before.  I  couldn't  keep  ths  tears  from 
my  eyea.  Think  what  It  meant.  That 
bare,  dim  room,  the  gravs  faces  of 
soldiers,  soldiers,  soldiers,  the  rapt  at- 
tention, the  whole-souled  reeponsesand 
chants  to  ths  music  of  the  wee  me- 
lodeon. And  ths  priest  spoke  to  them 
so  wonderfully.  I  couldn't  follow  ell 
ths  Frsnch,  but  I  got  enough  to  he 
thrilled,  and  to  feel  that  there  was  mora 
religion  In  that  dingy,  smelly  military 
camp,  with  mors  Inhabitants  knocking 
round  than  Just  men,  than  m  tha  state- 
ly cathedrals  of  London.  It  was  all  ao 
simple  and  straight  from  the  shouldsr, 
and  they  knew,  those  silent  listeners, 
that  probably  thalr  next  mass  would  be 
on  ths  other  side  of  Jordan.  Thsy  go 
back  to  tbe  front  tomorrow  ead  to  die. 
if  necessary,  for  Ood  aad  Country. 
The  breed  and  wine  for  the  sacrament 
had  to  be  dug  out  ef  e  little  blawk  bag 
on  the  floor  when  they  were  needed,  aad 
bits  of  esperagus  fern  would  trail 
acroaa  the  holy  book  or  blow  Into  th* 
candles.  The  prlset  who  read  the  lee- 
sons  ran  up  and  down  In  between,  or 
while  hs  led  the  chants,  doing  usher's 
work  aad  seeing  that  the  men  bed  ser- 
vice Books,  and  ths  preacher  Just  gat  up 
end  talked  so  earnestly.  But  sal  as  at 
have  I  heard  a  more  Impraealva  aervloe. 

There  Is  e  wonderful  little  church  In 
the  village  which  we  moan  to  attend 
sometime,  but  this  waa  Per  tha  as  erao 
'could  not  go  out  of  bounds  to  reach  the 
church.  They  aay  Franco  has  loot  her 
religion,  but  If  yea  had  felt  thla.  or  Iff 
yen  saw  tha  many  little  holy  medals 
aad  thlaga  which  the  mea  wear  aest 
their  hearts,  you  wouldn't  think  so.  On* 
Matardar.  a  train  off  mea  on  tsare  waa 
delayed,  aad  It  eeuld  not  gat  to  it* 
tea  till  Sunday  nlgrht.  Maayed 
country  a»sa  aboard  wrung 
thalr  hands  la  sgaay.  not  ao  maeh  for 
the  aaeylsuil  time  with  their  families 
aa    seeaaeo  they   wwaid   mas*  tap  only

MOVING  PICTURES 

TAKEN  BENEATH  SEA 

{  The  Williamson  party,  who  took  the 
Submarine  Pictures  arrived  at  Nassau, 
ftiahama  Islands  in  April  and  stayed 
until  May  working  dally  among  the 
neighboring  Islands  with  the  Jules  Verne 
und  the  deep  sea  tube,  and  got  good  re- 
suits  from  the  very  start.  So  brilliant 
was  the  sun,  so  crystal  clear  the  water, 
(hat  even  at  a  depth  of  eight  or  ten 
fathoms,  the  photographer  down  in  his 
Iron  chamber  was  able  to  get  marvelous 
pictures  of  this  strange  submarine 
region  with  Its  waving  sea  gardens, 
scarlet,  purple  and  gold,  and  Its  myriads 
pf  gorgeous  colored  fishes  which  darted 
among  the  forests  of  live  coral.  Qn  fa- 
vorable days,  they  could  distinctly  see 
for  160  or  200  feet  ahead  of  them. 
rWhen  the  sun  fell  upon  them.  Its  rays 
were  broken  Into  sliver  rain  that  came 
{down   to   them   like  fireworks. 

The  submarine  work  was  done  as  low- 
lows:  George  Williamson  and  Carl 
Gregory  would  usually  be  down  in  the 
chamber,  say  at  a  depth  of  fifty  feet, 
Ueorge  watching  things  and  Gregory 
taking  the  pictures.  The  great  and  cul- 
minating performance  of  the  William- 
sens  was  to  take  motion  pictures  of  a 
•hark  in  Its  native  haunts  and  some  ex- 
citing situations,  fighting  with  a  man, 
If  possible,  or  with  another  shark. 
They  were  successful  in  their  desire, 
and  with  these  scenes  recorded  on  their 
films,  they  were  assured  that  they  had 
added  the  vital  punch  so  necessary  for 
popular  appeal.  These  pictures  will  he 
shown  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Theatre  on 
Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday  of  this 
week,  one  performance  being  given  each 
afternoon,  at  8:30,  and  two  perform* 
ances  In  the  evening,  at  7  and  9  o'clock.

FAVOR  PROVINCIAL 
CONTROL  OF  DAIRIES 

South  Saanich  Council  of 
Opinion  That  Government 
Should  Frame  and  Admin- 
ister Stringent  Regulations. 


That  the  Provincial  Government 
should  undertake  the  supervision  of 
dairies  is  the  opinion  of  the  reeve  and 
councillors  of  South  Saanich.  At  last 
evening's  meeting  of  the  works  com- 
mittee this  principle  was  agreed  on.  It 
toeing  the  contention  that  with  authority 
In  the  hands  of  the  Dominion,  the  Prov- 
ince, and  the  municipalities,  as  at  pres- 
ent, the  work  of  maintaining  sanitary 
conditions  among  these  businesses  could 
not  be  properly  carried  out.  It  would 
be  better,  it  was  thought,  for  the  Prov- 
ince to  make  stringent  laws  and  to  see 
that  they  were  enforced.  A  motion  to 
that  effect  was  carried  and  will  be  re- 
commended to  the  B.  C.  Union  of 
Municipalities  for  presentation  to  the 
Legislature. 

Reeve  McGregor  and  Councillor  Grant 
were  appointed  to  represent  South 
Saanich  at  the  meeting  of  the  B.  C. 
Union  of  Municipalities  which  is  to  be 
held  at  Vernon  on  October  11  and  12. 

With  regard  to  the  taxation  by  Saan- 
ich of  the  Gorge  and  Mount  Douglas 
parks,  both  of  which  properties  belong 
to  the  city,  the  municipality's  represen- 
tatives were  willing  to  lay  aside  the  In- 
come from  this  levy  for  the  Improve- 
ment of  the  beach  resorts.  The  City 
Council  will  be  so  Informed. 

Before  the  works  committee  met  there 
was  a  short  session  of  the  police  com- 
missioners at  which  the  Judgment 
against  Chief  of  Police  Little,  for  ap- 
proximately Jjoo,  obtained  by  Mr.  It.  Mc- 
Cann,  whose  buildings  on  Maplewood 
Avenue  were  destroyed  by  Are,  was  dis- 
cussed. As  the  chief  had  taken  a  hand 
in  the  work  of  razing  these  structures, 
believing  that  It  was  in  the  public  inter- 
ests to  remove  them,  and  in  so  doing 
had  rendered  himself  liable,  it  was 
thought  that  Saanich  should  come  to  his 
assistance.  The  commissioners,  there- 
fore, put  themselves  on  record  as  being 
willing  to  have  the  municipality  advance 
to  Mr.  McCann  half  of  the  court's  Judg- 
ment on  condition  that  Chief  Little  be 
entirely  relieved  of  further  responsibil- 
ity. It  is  believed  that  the  matter,  as 
far  as  It  affects  Saanich,  la  to  be 
settled  on  this  basis.

FOREST  FIRES 
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Dry   Weather   Conditions    Prove   Tevor- 

able  for  Outbreaks  at  Many  Points 

la  Provisos 


The  prevailing  dry  weather,  unpre- 
cedented in  recent  years  In  its  dura- 
tion, is  responsible  for  several  Area 
reported  by  the  forest  districts  to  the 
Forest  Branch.  In  the  Vancouver 
district  exceedingly  dry,  warm  and 
breezy  weather  has  been  experienced, 
fires  being  reported  from  George  Har- 
bor, where  100  acres  were  burned  over; 
Shoal  Bay,  Granite  Bay,  Cardero  Chan- 
nel, Salmon  River  Valley  and  Myrtle 
Point,  the  last  named  Are  destroying, 
the  felled  timber  and  also  cleaning  up 
much  logging  slash.  It  has  been  neces- 
sary to  retain  the  services  of  four 
guards   to   look  after   these   fires. 

Fires  are  still  burning  at  Quesnel 
Lake,  West  Lake  and  on  the  Upper 
Fraser,  some  twenty-seven  outbreaks 
In  all,  acording  to  telegraphic  advices 
received  from  the  Fort  George  divi- 
sion. It  has  been  necessary  to  con- 
tinue on  duty,  after  the  close  of  the 
legal  Are  season,  a  total  of  nine  guards 
for  patrol  or  lighting  Are. 

A  heavy  thunderstorm  In  the  Lll- 
looet  district,  accompanied  by  rain,  has 
alleviated  somewhat  tha  hitherto 
dangerous    situation    prevailing    here.

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prove  a  surprise  to  Canadians  were  It 
advisable    to    make   known    the   Agures. 

It  waa  most  gratifying.  Mr.  Burrell 
stated,  to  hear  of  the  success  of  the 
second  Dominion  war  loan.  "I  never 
had  any  doubt  of  the  willingness  of 
Canadians  to  go  Into  their  pockets  to 
the  last  farthing  to  further  the  good 
work,  but  nevertheless  we  cannot  but 
be  proud  to  see  the  magnificent  response 
made  by  the  people.  It  shows  that  there 
need  be  no  fear  that  our  financial  credit 
will  not  be  kept  up.  The  record  of  the 
past  two  years  has  shown  in  the  plain- 
est possible  manner  that  Canadians  are 
ready  to  give  to  the  last  man  and  the 
last  dollar  in  defence  of  those  principles 
they  hold  so  dear." 

Mr.  Burrell  remarked  on  the  magni- 
ficent manner  in  which  British  Colum- 
bia had  responded  to  tha  call.  It  had 
been  hia  good  fortune  to  be  present  at 
the  reviews  of  various  battalions  from 
this  Province,  nearly  all  of  which  had 
stopped  over  in  Ottawa.  The  magnlA- 
cent  physique  of  the  men  was  always 
commented  upon  by  the  Easterners,  and 
the  same  thing  applied  to  all  the 
Western  men.  The  men  made  a  Ane 
showing  and  their  stalwart  appearance 
created  a  wonderful  Impression. 

The  experience  gained  since  the  out- 
break of  the  war  had  led  the  Govern- 
ment. Mr.  Burrell  stated,  in  reference  to 
the  new  registration  scheme,  to  recog- 
nise that  some  better  system  of  selec- 
tion of  the  men  offering  for  service 
should  be  inaugurated  and  hence  tha 
recent  decision  to  undertake  the  system 
of  registration  decided  upon  and  which 
is  now  under  way  in  organization  and 
operation.

"There  waa  a  growing  feeling  that  too 
many  men  who  could  111  be  spared  from 
their  other  important  work  were  going 
to  the  front,  while  others  whose  pres- 
ence In  the  work  at  home  was  not  as 
Imperative,  were  remaining  behind.  Thla 
war  has  shown  the  utmost  Importance 
of  the  work  which  has  to  be  done  at 
horns  If  the  struggle  Is  to  be  brought  to 
a  successful  and  early  conclusion.  The 
time  did  not  seem  to  be  ripe  for  the 
enforcement  of  conscript!  ve  measures, 
but  It  was  felt  that  a  better  system  of 
selection  would  meet  requirements.  Thus 
the  system  of  registration  now  adopted 
waa  decided  upon.  By  It  will  be  as- 
certained Just  how  vital  to  the  work  of 
the  country  Is  a  man's  labor  here,  and 
the  best  service  from  every  man  will 
be  secured.  The  general  classification 
proposed  will  give  most  Important^  In- 
formation and  systematize  future  ef- 
forts to  bring  the  whole  of  the  country's 
strength  into  the  struggle." 

Mr.  Burrell  yesterday  enjoyed  a  motor 
drive  with  Mr.  O.  H.  Barnard  around 
the  Saanich  peninsula.  A  visit  waa 
made  to  the  Sidney  camp,  where  the 
Minister  Inspected  the  battalions  sta- 
tioned there  and  addressed  the  men. 
Afterward  a  visit  waa  made  to  the  Ex- 
perimental Farm,  the  progress  on 
which  pleased  the  Minister,  under  whose 
supervision  the  system  of  experimental 
farms  throughout  the  Dominion  falls. 
Then  a  short  visit  was  made  to  the 
Dominion  observatory  at  Little  Saanich 
Mountain,  where  the  visitors  were  met 
by  Dr.  J.  8.  Plaskett,  Dominion  astrono- 
mer, and  ahown  about  the  premises.

OTTAWA  DECIDES  TO 
SUSPEND  FOR  SEASON 

Directors  Unable  to  Get  Play- 
ers to  Agree  to  Tortus — 
N.  H.  A.  Is  Expected  to 
Carry,  On, 


OTTAWA.  Sept.  22.— Mr.  L,  N.  Bate, 
ptestdettt  of  the  Ottawa  Hockey  Club,, 
has  announced  that  the  directors  have/ 
practically  decided  to  abandon  hockey 
for  the  coming  Winter.  Some  time  ago 
the  Information  was  given  that  the  club 
would  not  open  up  unless  the  players 
agreed  to  participate  under  a  co-oper- 
ative basis.  Nothing  has  since  been 
heard  from  the  puck-chasers,  and  the 
directora  held  a  conference  recently,  at 
which  it  was  mutually  agreed  to  sus- 
pend until  after  the  war. 

•You  may  safely  say  that  we  have 
decided  to  suspend  operations  until  after 
the  war."  said  President  Bate.  "Our 
directors  looked  Into  the  situation 
thoroughly,  and  agreed  that  It  would  be 
best  to  follow  the  example  of  the  foot- 
ball club.  If  otber  clubs  in  the  X.  H. 
A.  vote  to  continue  we  will  request  that 
they  allow  us  to  remain  Inactive  and 
retain  our  franchise  until  times  im- 
prove." . 

Despatches  from  the  East  of  late  have 
given  the  Impression  that  the  N'.  H.  A. 
would  not  operate  this  year  and  that  all 
the  hockey  the  Easterners  would  see 
would  be  provided  by  the  Khaki  league, 
but  that  there  la  a  good  chance  of 
hockey  being  carried  on  would  appear 
from  the  statement  of  E.  J.  Living- 
stone, of  the  Toronto  Hockey  Club,  made 
a  few  days  ago,  after  the  first  report 
that  Ottawa  would  suspend  operations. 
He  said:  "The  situation,  while,  not  satis- 
factory, ensures  the  continuation  of 
heckey.  If  the  players  of.  the  various 
clubs  ars  willing  to  accept  salaries  that 
are  within  reason  the  game  can  be  kept 
alive,  and  there  Is  little  doubt  that  they 
will  do  so.  ATT  the  clubs  wttl  requtro 
a  little  new  material,  aa  many  of  the 
men  are  now  In  khaki.  Moat  of  these 
will,  however,  be  available  if  the  mili- 
tary authorities  follow  the  name  course 
they  pursued  in  similar  cases  last  sea- 
son.

KILLED  S1LVERT1P 

BEAR  WITH  8H0TGUN 

Animal,  Rarely  Found  in  the 
Coast  Ranges,  Succumbs 
to  Load  of  Buckshot  at 
Close  Range, 


SEATTLE,  Wash.,  Sept.  22.—  A  stl- 
vertlp  besr,  weighing  300  pounds,  sup- 
posedly a  yearling,  was  brought  to  Se- 
attle yesterday  by  Fred  England,  a  well 
known  local  ablngle  and  lumber  dealer, 
and  O.  W.  Brown,  a  timberman,  also 
of  this  cRy.  The  ailvertlp  la  a  rare 
member  of  the  bruin  family  to  be  found 
In  either-  the  Cascade  or  the  Olympic 
ranges;  and  residents  of  Sauk,  near 
which  place  the  sllvertlp  was  shot  last 
Saturday,  say  this  Is  the  first  silver- 
tip  they  have  ever  heard  of  In  the 
Cascades. 

England  and  Brown  left  for  Mount 
Sauk  last  Friday  night  and  had  been 
hunting  three  hours  when  the  bear 
was  brought  clown.  They  were,  in  re- 
ality, after  birds  when  the  big  prise 
came  to  the  net. 

England  was  working  up  the  side 
of  a  mountain  ledge  with  his  Aire- 
dale when  the  animal,  ranging  ahead, 
scented  or  sighted  something  coming 
up  the  other  side  of  the  ledge.  Eng- 
land promptly  determined  from  the 
dogs  actions  that  it  waa  either  a  deer 
or  a  bear  and  he  replaced  the  shell 
loaded  for  -bird  with  one  loaded  with 
buckshot. 

The  silvertlp  waa  laboring  upwards 
and  within  one  hundred  feet  of  Eng- 
land, who  had  never  shot  any  furred 
game  in  his  life  before,  when  he  let 
the  load  ot  buckshot  go.  The  animal 
dropped.  A  number  of  the  big  shot 
had  penetrated  bis  heart. 

The  sllvertlp  waa  brought  to  the  city 
thla  morning  and  is  being  exhibited 
at  England's  home.  In  color  It  is  de- 
scribed by  Its  captor  as  of  "about  the 
color  a  man's  hair  takes  when  it  is 
turning  grey  all  over  at  once."  It  was 
from  the  grey  tips  on  the  animal's  fur 
that  the  bear  derived  its  name  of  sll- 
vertlp. 

Hunters  of  big  game  do  not  readily 
account  for  the  presence  of  the  silver- 
tip  In  the  Cascades.  This  member  of 
the  bear  family  Is  usually  found  In 
higher  mountains  than  the  Cascade 
range.  They  are  more  frequent  In  the 
Rockies;  although  they  are  not  any  too 
plentiful  there.

must  enter  Into  the  Kingdom,  of  God." 
May  1  ask  him  why,  if  it  Is  true,  and 
I  don't  think  my  reverend  friend  can 
deny  it.  that  within  this  great  world  of 
ours — 1  say  ours,  because  it  belongs  to 
us — there  la  everything  necessary  for 
our  comfort,  our  welfare  (the  earth  is 
fun  of  wealth,  the  land  is  full  of 
goodness,  everything  la  here  for  tbe 
taking),  whose  fault  is  it  that  there 
should  be  poverty,  that  necessitates 
this  patience,  these  trials;  why  is  it 
necessary  to  have  to  pass  through  trib- 
ulations to  enter  into  this  Kingdom  of 
God?  Surely  the  Infinite  Is  not  to 
blame  for  this.  Is  It  not  "man's  in- 
humanity to  man"? 

With  reference  to  his  remarks  re  the 
doctrine  of  the  Fall  and  the  Atone- 
ment, I  know,  of  course,  that  If  I  oould 
once  convince  the  believers  in  this,  that 
what  1  say  Is  true,  the  barriers  would 
at  once  be  lifted  and  man  would  then 
at  once  take  his  place  in  the  world, 
and  instead  of  leaning  upon  the  Great 
Teacher  for  salvation  he  would  know 
that  he,  and  he  alone,  must  save  him- 
self. I  do  not  believe  In  "faith"  that 
limits.  There  Is  no  limit  to  man's  pos- 
sibilities when  he  once  understands 
•Truth." 

The  Bishop  refers  me  to  "The  Rise 
and  Influence  of  Rationalism."  Lecky 
was  quite  correct.  For  did  he  not  state 
the  Christian  religion  was  Ideslgned  to 
be  a  religion  of  philanthropy,  love  of 
mankind  and  good  will  towards  all  men? 
This  is  what  the  Great  Teacher  meant 
when  He  aald  "Love  your  enemies"; 
and  he  followed  out  His  teaching,  for 
He  brought  sinners  to  repentance;  He 
searched  for  the  poor  and  needy.  His 
faith  was  In  action,  and  the  men  who 
are  the  true  followers  of  this  Christ 
are  the  men  who  heal  the  bodies  of  the 
poor,  the  sick,  the  downtrodden  and 
those  who  are  driven  to  sin  and  wrong- 
doing by  man's  Inhumanity  to  man — 
by  the  sweaters  of  Industries.  The  men 
who  preach  Christ  deal  with  these  con- 
ditions and  change  them.  This  la  the 
Christian  religion  that  Lecky  refers  to. 

The  Bishop  states  that  I  seem  to 
know  little  of  history.  He  is  wrong; 
but  I  will  admit  I  do  my  best  to  forget 
It,  for  I  oan  see  so  much  to  do;  why 
worry  about  the  past? 

The  Bishop  states:  "Of  course  we  are 
all  agreed  that  slum  life  is  wretched 
and  degrading."  May  I  aak  him,  would 
It  not  be  better  for  the  Church  to  help 
to  remove  this  first?  I  fall  to  see  how 
it  is  possible  to  reach  the  souls  of 
those  wretched  and  degraded  Indlvldu- 
sis' till  their  degradation  Is  removed. 

If  a  gardener  plants  a  tree  in  bad 
ground,  he  expects  a  puny,  unhealthy 
tree  and  poor  fruit,  and  the  only  way 
to  save  the  tree  Is  to  change  conditions. 

The  only  way  (In  my  humble  opinion) 
to  save  the  soul  Is  that  man  shall  bo 
allowed  to  work  out  his  own  salvation. 
This  can  only  be  done  through  the 
"Brotherhood  of  man."  Dogmas  and 
creeds   spell    failure. 

This  world  of  oura  contains  so  much 
of  all  that  is  good  that,  if  man  would 
only  use  It  rlght^t  would  be  hard  to 
leave  It;  and  let  us  hope  that  this  great 
war  will  be  our  laat  lesson  of  man's 
Inhumanity   to  man.

Church     Taxatloa 

Sir, — It  is  an  old  saying  which 
hardly  requires  repetition  that  "Con- 
sistency la  a  Jewel."  In  this  morn- 
ing's paper  I  notice  in  one  column 
where  our  City  Council  turned  down, 
by  a  vote  of  five  to  four,  the  requeat 
of  the  Church  Exemption  Association 
to  bring  the  matter  of  exemption  of' 
church  sites  before  the  Union  of  B.  C. 
Municipalities,  and  yet  in  another 
column  I  see  where  our  worthy  Coun- 
cil Intend  to  bring  before  the  said 
Union  the  desirability  of  having  all 
public  parka  owned  by  municipalities, 
but  situate  outside  of  their  own 
boundary,  exempt  from  taxation  in  the 
municipality  In  which  they  are  situate. 
One  would  like  to  know  Just  how  our 
City  Fathers  square  their  ideas  on 
these  two  particular  points,  the  one 
in  the  physical  and  the  other  In  th* 
spiritual.  It  seems  to  me  that  every 
argument  that  might  be,  or  has  been, 
brought  forward  against  the  exemption 
of  church  sites  would  apply  with 
equal,  if  not  greater,  force  to  the  ex- 
emption of  a  public  park  In  other  than 
its  own  municipality.  We  leave  these 
arguments  to  the  minds  of  your  read- 
ers as  they  may  present  themselves. 
They  have  already  been  fully  gone  into 
by  various  correspondents  and  we  are 
quite  confident  to  leave  it  to  the  fair- 
minded  ^judgment  of  each,  but  we 
would  like  to  know  Just  why  our 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  should  expect  an 
exemption  which  they  not  only  refuse 
to  others,  but  refuse  to  be  allowed  to 
be  considered  on  behalf  of  others  by 
the   Union  of  B.   C.   Municipalities. 

Our  worthy  Mayor's  remark,  that  he 
did  not  know  of  another  city  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia  which  exempted  church 
sites  from  taxation.  Is  of  such  wisdom 
as  requires  passing  comment.  Would 
it  be  presuming  to  request  His  Wor- 
ship to  name  another  town  In  any 
other  Province  (or  In  any  other  coun- 
try) wbere  the  churches  are  forced  to 
pay    general    municipal    taxes?

Now,  turning  to  the  Office  of  Conse- 
cration of  a  Bishop,  In  the  Prayer  Book, 
one  realises  that  no  such  requirements 
are  looked  upon  as  the  essential  gifts, 
and  I  am  going  to  suggest  to  my  fellow 
laymen  that  during  the  next  two  weeks 
the  Church  would  be  well  repaid  if  her 
people  would  day  by  day  read  and  re- 
read the  Office  for  Con eec rating  a 
Bishop,  and,  further,  that  every  Indi- 
vidual member  should  ask  that  the 
Divine  blessing  be  outpoured  upon  the 
Church  so  that  a  Chief  Pastor  may  bo 
raised  up  amongst  us  who  shall  be  en- 
dowed with  the  gifts  considered  so  Im- 
portant by  our  forefathers,  namely: 
piety,  humility,  learning,  given  to  teach- 
ing and  preaching,  given  to  hospitality. 
not  greedy  of  filthy  lucre,  capable  oX 
healing  the  sick,  binding  up  the  broken- 


hearted, bringing  again     ths     outcasts, 
and  seeking  the  lost. 

What  a  scope  in  Victoria  for  a  Divine 
blessed  with  these  gifts,  and  which  of 
these  Ideals  for  the  episcopate  will 
strengthen  and  build  up  tbe  Church  in 
the  strain  and  stress  of  today — the 
worldly  wisdom  of  some  of  our  pro- 
tein 1  aders,  or  the  Inspired  and  cathollo 
wisdom  of  the  compilers  of  our  Prayer 
Book,  that  sacred  heritage  which  some 
men  today  would  like  to  revise  and  re- 
form (pardon  the  word)  to  the  standard 
of  their  own  narrow  ideas  and  short- 
lived experiences?

be  the  means  of  bringing  bleeslngs 
upon   all    christian    men    In    this  place.

DOCK  LEASE  AWAITS 
WS  REPORT 


Situation  ar- Prince  Rupert  to 
Be  Investigated  on  Behalf 
of  Government — Ship  to  Be 
Overhauled. 


In  a  communication  addressed  to 
Mayor  McCaffery,  of  Prince  Rupert,  by 
Mr.  M.  P.  Cotton,  of  Vancouver,  re- 
garding the  leasing  of  the  Prinoe  Ru- 
pert drydock.  the  latter  said  that  ar- 
rangements bad  been  made  for  raising 
$500,000,  which  would  have  been  more 
than  mifllctent  for  operating  expenses. 
He  went  East  with  the  practical  as- 
surance that  the  Oraad  Trunk  Pacific 
would  grant  the  lease  providing  hie 
company  could  show  that  they  were 
substantially  able  to  carry  the  deal 
through. 

,  President  E.  J.  Chamberlln,  after 
considerable  negotiating,  reached  the 
conclusion  that  the  Grand  Trunk  Paci- 
fic would  not  sanction  the  lease  of  the 
plant  without  the  permission  of  the 
Federal  Government.  The  Prime  Min- 
ister, in  hla  communication  to  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific,  pointed  out  that 
pending  the  investigation  of  the  rail- 
way commission  it  would  be  unwise  to 
lease  the  dock  at  the  present  time. 

There  are  prospects  of  a  large  ves- 
sel going  there  from  Victoria  for  a 
general  overhauling.  It  Is  said  her  ton- 
nage Is  17.000.  Lieut.  Wood,  R.N.,  of 
Esquimau,  who  made  an  inspection, 
and  whose  report  is  believed  to  be 
favorable,  baa  returned  South.  Since 
then  Mr.  James  WatLrC.E..  of  Vancou- 
ver, has  tested  certain  parts  of  the 
plant.

The  Board  of  Trade  received  advices 
yesterday,  stating  that  Hon.  J.  D. 
Reld,  Canadian  Minister  of  Customs, 
will  arrive  in  Victoria  tomorrow  morn- 
ing, and  the  occasion  of  his  visit  will 
be  seised  as  an  opportunity  of  pressing 
upon  him  the  Board  of  Trade  desire  of 
having  a  Canadian  customs  officer  ap- 
pointed at  the  port  of  New  York. 

This  Is  a  matter  that  has  long  been 
before  the  Board  of  Trade  and  for  the 
past  three  or  four  years  that  body  has 
urged  the  Dominion  Government  to  act, 
although  so  far  without  success.  A 
committee  has  been  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  to  prepare  data  to  pre- 
sent to  the  Minister  during  his  stay 
in  the  city  when  he  might  receive  these 
representations.  The  meeting  with  Dr. 
Reld  will  be  the  first  time  that  the 
Victoria  parties  Interested  In  the  mat- 
ter have  been  able  to  bring  the  argu- 
ments before  the  Minister  personally, 
and  they  are  hoping  that  the  oral  evi- 
dence that  they  can  furnish  him  with 
will  have  more  effect  than  the  written 
statements.  * 

The  principal  speakers  who  will  ar- 
gue In  favor  of  the  proposed  appoint- 
ment are  Mr,  C.  H.  Lugrln,  president 
of  the  Board  of  Trade;  Mr.  James  For- 
man,  vice-president,  and  Mr.  Conrad 
Scliwengers.  They  maintain  that  the 
installation  of  a  Canadian  customs  offi- 
cial at  New  York  and  the  consequent 
ability  to  send  Canadian-manufactured 
goods  through  that  city  "In  bond" 
around  by  the  Panama  Canal  to  this 
Coast  would  not  only  be  a  great  boon 
to  Eastern  manufacturers  and  to  Bri- 
tish Columbia  merchants  and  consu- 
mers, but  would  also  give  added  busi- 
ness to  the  Canadian  transcontinental 
railways. 

Dr.  Reld  will  also  be  memorialised  on 
the  question  of  the  Importation  to  Bri- 
tish Columbia,  duty  reduced  or  re- 
moved altogether,  of  materials  used  In 
the  construction  of  ships,  not  produced 
in  this  Province.  This  agitation  Is 
also  an  old  one  and  various  organiza- 
tions in  British  Columbia  have  been 
making  representations  In  favor  of  it 
for  the  past  ten  years  or  more.  New 
interest  in  it  has  been  brought  about 
by  the  construction  In  Victoria  and 
other  points  in  British  Columbia  of 
wooden  ships.  The  point  will  be 
brought  before  the  Minister  during  the 
course  of  the  meeting  here,  and  the 
delegation  of  cttlxens  who  will  speak 
In  favor  of  the  change  in  tariff  will  be 
composed  of  Messrs.  H.  B.  Thomson, 
superintendent  of  the  Shipping  Credit 
Commission;  H.  F.  Bullen,  Charles 
Spmtt.  J.  O.  Cameron  and  N.  A.  Tar- 
row. 

At  a  meeting  In  Vancouver  on  Mon- 
day night  Dr.  Reld  was  Interviewed  by 
several  business  men  of  that  city  with 
regard  to  the  New  York  customs  mat- 
ter. He  stated  that  he  was  Impressed 
with  the  seriousness  of  the  question 
and  promised  It  would  have  his  earnest 
consideration.

THE  TIME  BALL 
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VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Sept.  20.— The 
steamer  Shlntsu  Maru,  of  the  Japanese 
line,  is  still  lying  In  her  bed  of  mud, 
the  efforts  to  again  float  her  proving 
unavailing  up  to  then.  Her  position  is 
about  four  miles  south  of  the  Band- 
heads  buoy,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Fra- 
ser  River,  close  to  Point  Roberts.  It 
was  expected  that  with  the  lightering 
of  some  1,000  tons  of  the  cargo  that 
the  vessel  would  be  light  enough  to 
float  with  the  bigh  tide,  but  the  strong 
wind  interfered  with  the  work,  after 
this  quantity  had  been  transferred  into 
scows,  the  tugs  having  to  make  for 
Steveston  for  shelter. 

Mr.  Willis  A.  Kemp,  local  manager 
of  the  Frank  Waterbouse  Company, 
agents  for  the  Japanese  line,  has 
been  on  the  scene  almost  continuously 
since  word  was  received  that  the 
steamer  was  ashore,  and  by  *  o'clock 
on  Sunday  had  a  gang  of  about  50  long- 
shoremen from  Vancouver  at  work  dis- 
charging cargo  Into  scows.  Yesterday 
afternoon  he  arranged  for  SO  more  men 
to  go  out.  With  additional  togs,  and  It 
was  decided  to  make  a  supreme  effort 
to  float  the  vessel  at  high  tide,  when 
she  baa  been  further  lightened.  The 
first  scow  with  cargo  from  the  strand- 
ed steamer  arrived  in  port  yesterday 
afternoon  and  bertbed  at  No.  1  C.  P.  R. 
wharf. 


Some  Interesting  evidence  on  the 
shipbuilding  industry  was  gives  by  Mr. 
Wallace,  of  the  Wallase  Shipbuilding 
Yards.  Vancouver.  before  the  Do- 
minions' Royal  Commission  at  its  sit- 
ting In  that  city. 

"In  normal  times."  he  said,  "It  la 
financially  impossible  to  build  steel  ves- 
sels for  the  British  Columbia  coast 
trade,  and  compete  with  England  and 
Scotland.  As  yon  are  aware,  these  Old 
Country  yards  are  well  equipped  and 
have  their  men  well  trained,  their 
planta  are  running  continuously,  and 
they  can  figure  much  lower  than  we 
can.  The  shipowners  when  making  up 
their  specifications  specify  the  make  of 
engine,  boilers  and  all  equipment,  OS 
per  cent  of  which  la  manufactured  in 
Great  Britain  and  which  la  subject  to 
17  M  per  cent  duty.  The  labor  In  Great 
Britain  for  shipbuilding  Is  SO  per  cent 
to  SS  per  cent  lower  than  la  British 
Columbia. 

"By  establishing  shipyards  in  Bri- 
tish Columbia,  where  we  could  keep  a 
number  of  men  In  steady  employment, 
we  would  be  able  to  do  our  repair  work 
much  cheaper,  as  Lloyds'  agents  of 
London  continually  complain  of  the 
high  coat  of  repairs  on  the  Coast.  The 
reason  of  this  la  that  we  have  not  got 
steady  work  for  our  men.

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WITH  PORT'S  NEEDS 


"Wo  have  at  least  4  0  to  45  steel  ves- 
sels on  the  British  Columbia  coast  run, 
all  of  which  have  been  brought  out 
from  England  and  Scotland.  These  In- 
clude freight,  passenger,  trawlers,  fish- 
ing, patrol  hosts  aad  Government 
dredges  which  enter  this  country  free 
of  duty.  These  vessels  could  have  been 
built  hers  In  British  Columbia  if  we 
could  get  a  little  assistance  either  by 
way  of  free  duty  or  on  a  tonnage  basis, 
the  Utter  of  which  I  think  would  be 
the  best.  I  would  suggest  the  follow- 
ing: $8.00  per  ton  on  freight  boats; 
110.00  on  passenger  and  freight  boats; 
$12.00    on   high   class   passenger   boats. 

"In  conclusion  I  think  it  would  be 
wise  of  the  Government  to  send  to  our 
Province  at  least  once  a  year  two  or 
three  of  its  ministers  with  time  to  In- 
quire Into  the  trade  and  commerce,  es- 
pecially as  our  Province  la  so  far  away 
from  the  seat  of  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment."

Less  the  Government  Meddles 
With  Freight  Rates,  the 
Better  for  Producer  and 
Consumer,   Says   Witness, 
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VANCOUVER,  B.  C,  Sept.  16.— On 
the  question  of  ocean  freights  Mr. 
Beasley  aubmltted  to  the  Dominions 
Royal  Commission  yesterday  that  the 
lsss  the  Government  interfered  with 
freight  rstes  the  better  for  the  pro- 
ducer and  the  consumer.  An  ocean 
route  wee)  net  Ube  a  railway.  Tbe 
ocean  routes  were  open  to  the  com- 
petition of  the  whole  world  and  any 
setlsa  la  standardUlng  freisht  rates 
wss  more  apt  to  lend  to  a  scarcity  of 
tonnage  than  to  obtain  better  Prices 
for   importers  or  exporter*. 

"I  gather."  he  said,  "that  there  It  a 
suggestion  that  trade  between  Canada 
and  the  raited  Kingdom  should  be  en- 
tlrely  restricted  te  British  tonnes*,  and 
that  maximum  rates  should  he  fixed. 
It  appears  to  me  that  the  only  result 
of  this  would  be  that  when  freights 
were  good  In  other  parts  of  the  world 
you  would  have  a  shortage  of  tonnage 
offering  for  this  particular  trade.  High 
freights  are  generally  the  result  of 
universally  good  trade,  so  that  It 
might  ha  presumed  that  when  Canadian 
crops  ere  good,  and  there  le  a  demand 
for  our  lumber,  we  might  be  deprived 
of  the  asoessary  tonnage  to  move  It 
because  hatter  business  le  obtainable 
tlssnhsrs  Even  If  control  were  ex- 
tended SS  all  British  tonnes*  it  appears 
to  me  that  the  situation  would  not  be 
improved,  inasmuch  as  the  total  ton- 
nage owned  in  the  United  Kingdom 
snd  colonies  over  1SS  tons  does  not 
amount  to  6*  per  cent  of  the  total  ton- 
nage Sf  the  world,  snd  Its  proportion 
to  the  total  Is  mors  likely  to  be  re- 
duced than  increased  as  a  result  of  the

West  of  Fiorina  Russian  and  French 
troops  mad*  a  combined  attack  and 
took  SO  prisoners. 

Between  the  Struma  and  the  Vardar 
there  vu  artillery  fighting,  together 
with  some  (skirmishing,  especially  on 
the  British  front. 

No  infantry  actions  developed  in  the 
ejector  held  by  the  Serbian  forces. 


SOFIA.  Sept  24.— The  following  offi- 
cial statement  was  Issued  today: 

"On  the  Fiorina  front,  in  Macedonia, 
there  was  spirited  artillery  fighting  on 
.  the  Kalmakcalan*  Height.  Many  at- 
attempts  to  advance  on  all  fronts  were 
futile.  Both  sides  of  the  Vardar  there 
was  weak  enemy  artillery  Are.  Incen- 
diary shells  were  fired  by  the  enemy  on 
Uolran,  c&uslns   Are   there. 

"On  the  Struma  front  there  were  ar- 
tillery engagements.  An  attempt  by  an 
enemy  detachment  to  advance  east  of 
Orleak  failed.  In  the  fighting  of  Sep- 
i  tember  23  the  enemy  left  more  than 
400  dead  before  the  village  of  Dol- 
nakavadjoyo."

SUCCESS  OF  WARTOAN 

Subscriptions  Beach  Two  Hundred  Mil- 
lion Dollars,  Double  of  Amount 
BongM 


OTTAWA,  8ept.  2«. — The  war  loan 
has  been  doubly  subscribed.  The  Gov- 
ernment asked  for  $100,000,000  and 
more  than  $200,000,000  has  been  sub- 
scribed, Sir  Thomas  White,  the  Minis- 
ter of  Finance,  announced  this  fore- 
noon. 

The  mail  bags  yesterday  brought  into 
the  Department  an  astonishingly  large 
number  of  subscriptions,  more  than 
$24,000,000  being  added. 

This  makes  $200,000,000  raised  In 
Canada  — $100,000,000  last  year  and 
$200,000,000  now. 

At  a  conference  which  Sir  Thomas 
White,  the  Minister  of  Finance,  will 
have  with  representatives  of  the  Do- 
minion Bankers'  Assoclstlon  here  to- 
morrow s  further  credit  will  be  sr- 
r  an  Keel  for  the  Imperial  Government. 
This  credit  will  be  used  to  pay  for 
munitions  made  in  Canada  for  the  Im- 
perial Government,  and  It  will  be  the 
means  of  avoiding  the  necessity  of 
bearing  the  heavy  cost  exchange  at  the 
present  rates. 

The  success  of  the  war  loan  has 
demonstrated  the  financial  ability  of 
the  Dominion  to  add  to  the  previous 
credits  sggregstlng  $280,000,000.  Al- 
though the  Minister  of  Finance  has  not 
fixed  on  sny  definite  sum  for  the  credit, 
In  all   probability   it  will   be   150,000,000. 

This  credit  will  be  relsted  In  no 
way  to  the  war  loan,  and  all  the  money 
set  aside  will  be  used  in  paying  for 
munitions  made  In  Csnada  for  ths  Im- 
perial Government.

I  cloee  my  eyes  and 
see  again  these  grey  guardians  of  Eng- 
land, terribly  beautiful,  and  on  ths  up- 
per deck  of  each,  peering  out,  perfectly 
trained  physically  and  mentally,  ever 
on  the  move,  ever  resourceful,  walks 
the  officer  of  the  wstch — the  symbol  of 
our  Navy.  He  Is  s  type,  s  glorious 
type.  I  never  ssw  him  close,  but  al- 
ways across  the  grey  water,  high  up  on 
hie  grey  mammoth,  a  speck  of  alert 
blue,  glinting  gold,  and  the  gold  is 
repeated  In  ths  plugs  of  bright  brass 
fixed  in  the  muscles  of  the  guns.  Round 
them  he  paces.  There,  night  and  day, 
be  stalks,  never  relaxing,  nameless  to 
us,  but  symbolizing  the  mighty  Fleet 
that  guards  England — the  everready, 
resourceful  officer  of  the  watch. 
•  •  •  •         • 

I  reached  that  nameless  harbor  In 
undeserved  comfort  A  small  motor- 
car had  to  be  conveyed  to  Its  owner, 
a  commander  stationed  at  the  harbor, 
and  we  found  that  it  was  cheaper  to 
drive  than  to  send  the  car  by  train. 
We  were  delayed  In  Edinburgh  for 
some  hours,  complaining  by  telegraph, 
with  angry  politeness,  to  the  Compe- 
tent Military  authority  that  our  per- 
mits to  enter  the  prescribed  military 
area  had  not  arrived. 

At  six  in  the  evening  they  came.  I 
observed  that  my  countenance,  which  I 
had  described  as  frank,  had  been 
changed  by  the  Competent  Military  Au- 
thority to  ordinary.

I 
sm  s  Welshman,  but  I  protest  that  In 
all  Wales,  in  all  England  and  Ireland 
there  la  nothing  to  equal  a  Highland 
soldier.  Eckermann,  you  remember, 
summed  them  up,  snd  Goethe  sgreed. 
Said  Eckermann:  "They  are  all  strong, 
fresh  and  active,  as  If  just  from  the 
hands  of  their  maker.  They  step  so 
lightly  along  with  their  strong,  bare 
legs,  that  It  seems  as  If  there  is  no 
original  aln,  and  no  ancestral  falling 
as  far  as  they  are  concerned."  Does 
a  Highlander  ever  become  a  sailor? 
Maybe,  but  I  cannot  Imagine  a  Loch 
Aftrlc  or  a  Loch  Shin  man 
wearing  anything  but  t'e  kilt. 
Does  an  officer  of  the  watch 
when  "the  wee  birdies  sing  snd  the 
wild  flowers  spring"  grow  sick  for  the 
bonnie  banks  of  Loch  Lomond?  Does 
he  start  when  the  bsgplpes  skirl  "The 
Bonnie  Earl  o'  Moray?"  I  think  not. 
The  blue  is  the  blue— the  kilts  sre  ths 
kilts.
